Every influence in the life of a child is 
educative. The books read, the pictures ob- 
served, the entertainments attended, the 
friendships formed—all have 
their contributions to make in 
the formation of character. 
What an important part the 
motion picture is taking in the education 
of American youth! Undoubtedly, the im- 
pressions made by movie attendance two or 
three times a week are far deeper than those 
made by the hours of classroom and home 
instruction. The evil fruit of this motion 
picture education is seen in the increase in 
juvenile crime. 

As we write this, the morning newspaper 
carries a leading article concerning twenty- 
two boys arrested for gang burglaries and 
holdups. They are supposed to be respon- 
sible for more than a hundred crimes, and 
yet the oldest boy is nineteen and the young- 
est twelve, with most of them fourteen to 
sixteen. Another news article tells of a 
gang of four arrested for two burglaries. 
One lad of ten years boasts he is “chief” of 
the gang. All of them are truants from 
school and none are Sunday School at- 
tendants. 

Even if they were regular in public school 
and Sunday School these influences com- 
bined could not counteract the influences 
of the movies and cheap fiction in child 
training. It would be interesting to know 
the amount of time the average child spends 
each week in front of the picture screen. 
A minister told of a friend who heard a 
mother say to a small boy in a movie 
theater, “You must come home. You have 
been here seven hours!” 

A hundred years before motion pictures, 
the radio, and cheap magazines of fiction, 
Archbishop Whately wrote: 

“It is a great mistake, often made in 
practice, if not in theory, to suppose that 

a child’s character, intellectual and moral, 

is formed by those books only which we 

put into his hands with that design. As 
hardly anything can accidentally touch 
the soft clay without stamping its mark 
on it, so hardly any reading can interest 
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a child, without contributing in some 
degree, though the book itself be after- 
ward totally forgotten, to form the char- 
acter. The parents, therefore, who, mere- 
ly requiring from him a certain course of 
study, pay little or no attention to story 
books, are educating him they know not 
how.”

The orthodox are always well received 
at conventions! In fact, they are the first 
recognized! They are at once placed on 
the Evangelistic Committee or the Commis- 
sion on Evangelism. That does three things: 

1. It provides for the work in which 
modernists are helpless. 

2. It gives recognition to the orthodox! 

3. It leaves all of the influential com- 
mittees to be manned by the modernists and 
their wobbly chums. 

Speaking of wobbly chums, did you ever 
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notice how often these same chums are used 
to throw the snowballs made by the mod- 
ernists? Some have witnessed that per- 
formance successfully executed in a certain 
denomination. It resulted in giving un- 
believers control of ministerial recognition. 
Fundamentalists who had part in bringing 
that to pass must be proud of themselves! 
Just as if the brand of any seminary could 
make a man a preacher or the lack of a de- 
gree keep a man from preaching!

The apostle Peter speaks of the suffering 
and death of Christ as the means of our 


being breught to God. In I Peter 3:18, 
he says, “Christ also hath once 
suffered (You will notice 
your margin says, “Many an- 
cient authorities read, ‘died’ ”) 
for sins, the just for the unjust 
that he might bring us to God.” 

Christ brings us to the knowledge of God. 
Only those have seen and known God whose 
eyes and hearts have been open to the self- 
gevelation of Jesus Christ. “Have I been 
s0 long time with you, and yet hast thou not 
known me?” was Jesus’ answer to Philip’s 
request to be shown the Father. “He that 
hath seen me hath seen the Father” (John 
14:9). Earlier He had said to Thomas, 
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“To Bring 
Us to 
God”’ 


“No man cometh unto the Father, but by 
me” (John 14:6). So we see how impos- 
sible it is to know God and ignore Christ. 

Christ further brings us into relationship 
with God. He was the “only begotten,” but 
by His grace became the “first begotten” to 
welcome other members into the family. 
This makes us His brethren. As weak and 
unresponsive as we are, He is “not ashamed 
to call them (us) brethren” (Heb. 2:11). 
When we are born again, we have imparted 
to us His own life. We are partakers of 
the divine nature. Thus our relationship to 
God came through Jesus Christ. 

It can also be said that He brings us to 
the enjoyment of God. But isn’t that what 
relationship means? No, indeed! You 
might have a relative with whom you are 
out of fellowship. Our Lord not only makes 
possible our sonship, but He exerts Himself 
to lift us to a place of unbroken friendship 
and understanding. 

Even this is not all, for the idea in back 
of bringing us to God includes landing us 
safely in the very presence of God. Where 
is Christ? At the right hand of the Father. 
Then where is the Christian to be? The 
answer is in our Lord’s own words, ‘That 
where I am, there ye may be also” (John 
14:3). 

But this also has a further intimation. 
To abide in God’s presence means to attain 
to His likeness: “Beloved, now are we the 
sons of God, and it doth not yet appear 
what we shall be: but we know that, when 
he shall appear, we shall be like him; for 
we shall see him as he is” (I John 3:2). 

So we see what a wonderful thing Christ 
Jesus has done for us. The picture of the 
father in the parable of the prodigal son, 
strictly speaking, is not a picture of a sav- 
ing God. The prodigal’s father stayed 
home or near home until he saw the re- 
pentant boy returning. But God didn’t 
stay in heaven waiting for our repentance. 
“Herein is love, not that we loved God, 
but that he loved us, and sent his Son to 
be the propitiation for our sins’ (I John 
4:10). The saving God is also the seeking 
God, for “the Son of man is come to seek 
and to save that which was lost” (Luke 
19:10). Even the parable of the lost sheep 
does not completely picture it. It is true 
the shepherd sought for the one that was 
lost. The sheep did not meet him half way 
down the road headed for the sheepfold. 
The shepherd did it all, but he did not die 
for the sheep. Peter stresses the fact that 
we are brought to God through the aton- 
ing death of Christ—‘the just for the un- 
just.” “He is the good shepherd (who) 


giveth his life for the sheep” (John 10:11). ©

Bishop Smith was bishop of Sierra Leone, 
West Africa, from 1897 to 1901 and chaplain 
general of the British forces from 1901 to 
1925. Upon retirement in 1925 he was 
made a Knight Commander of the Bath. 

In spite of the honors bestowed upon 
him by the Church of England and the 
British government, he was always a simple- 
hearted Christian with the single purpose of 
living for the glory of Christ. How dften 
we have seen the bishop deal faithfully with 
newspaper reporters who had come to inter- 
view him. Before they had finished with 
him, he had started with them. His great 
interest was in pointing men to Christ as 
the One who would save them and indwell 
them. 

Bishop Smith was a bachelor, and so left 
no immediate family. He was seventy-seven 
years of age at his translation. What new 
joys have been his in the past days. To 
see the Lord he loved would be his chief 
desire. Then, too, he would wish to see the 
noble Christian Queen Victoria, to whom he 
was private chaplain at one period of his 
eventful life. 

We extend our sympathy to the great 
company of orthodox British Christians at 
Keswick and other gatherings, who will 
miss him. He was happy and humble. He 
was loyal to God’s Word and faithful in 
presenting Christ to men. May there be 
many young men to follow in his train! 
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We extend our sympathies to our British 
Christian friends again. This time the great 
leader gone is Dr. R. M. McIntyre, for more 

than twenty-five years princi- 
Dr. D. M. pal of the Bible Training Insti- 
McIntyre tute, Glasgow, Scotland. He 

had a remarkable teaching min- 
istry in this important theological school. 
He was a scholar as well as a teacher, sound 
in faith and in character. 

In his early ministry he had the good 
fortune to become the associate of Dr. 
Andrew Bonar in the latter years of Dr.

The Significance of 


The Mediterranean Sea in 





The Old and New Testaments 


First in the Series of Articles, “With My Bible around the Mediterranean

N beginning a series of articles that at- 

tempt to sketch briefly some of the 
fascinating things to be seen around the 
shores of the Mediterranean by a trav- 
eler who is interested in everything that 
pertains to the Bible, it might be helpful if 
we gave our attention first to the subject of 
the significance of the Mediterranean Sea it- 
self in the bibiical narratives. Surely there 
must be some adequate chapter fully consid- 
ering so important a matter somewhere, but 
the author has searched diligently for it, and 
has found nothing. Thus for himself, and 
perhaps for most of his readers, this study 
will mean breaking new ground. 


The Center of Ancient Civilization 


The word “Mediterranean” comes from 
two Latin words, medius meaning “middle,” 
and terra meaning “land” or “earth.” It was 
given this name because in ancient times it 
was in the very center of the most civilized 
area of the world. Its waters divided south- 
ern Europe from northern Africa. Its total 
length, from the Straits of Gibraltar to Syria, 
is approximately 2,300 miles; its greatest 
breadth is about 1,080 miles; it has a total 
area of something over one million square 
miles. 

“In ancient times the world only pos- 
sessed one known sea of any real importance, 
and that sea was the Mediterranean. Beyond 
its limits lay the great unknown, while with- 
in its confines were concentrated all the chief 
events of history. Here mighty empires rose 
and fell, and East and West closed in mortal 
conflict. The Mediterranean formed the great 
trade route by which merchants from the 
East brought their goods to the markets of 
the West. From its shores came the great 
Founder of the Christian faith, whose advent 
constituted the greatest event in the history 
of the world.” 


The Boundary in Old Testament 
Annals 


The Mediterranean in the Old Testament 
plays an altogether different role than it does 
in the historical events of the New Testa- 
ment. In the earlier age, it was, as it were, a 
wall of water, shutting Israel in; in the days 
of our Lord and His apostles, it was a high- 
way over which the messengers of the gospel 
sailed to reach the great centers of the Ro- 
man world. In both, the purposes of God were 
clearly manifest. Israel’s western boundary, 


then, was this vast body of probably the

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largest sea of which they had any knowledge. 
“Every place that the sole of your foot shall 
tread upon, to you have I given it, as I spake 
unto Moses. From the wilderness, and this 
Lebanon, even unto the great river, the river 
Euphrates, all the land of the Hittites, and 
unto the great sea toward the going down of 
the sun, shal’ be your border” (Josh. 1:3, 4, 
R.V.; see also Num. 34:5-7; Deut. 11:24; 
34:2- Josh: 15:4, 11, 12, 46,47; 1626-10; 
19:11, 29; 23:4). 

It was only in a most secondary way that 
the Mediterranean was used by the Hebrews 
as a highway for commerce, and then almost 
always not for exporting their products to 
other countries, but for importing materials 
which they needed, e.g., cedars from Leba- 
non, and gold, silver, ivory from Tarshish 
and Tyre (I Kings 5:9; 10:22; II Chron. 
2:16; 8:17, 18; Ezra 3:7). The Israelites 
were never at home on the sea. Their coast 
line made it practically impossible for them 
to develop a race of mariners, or leaders in 
commerce. “No ports are mentioned in the 
Old Testament. When the builders of the 
second temple hired Phoenicians to bring 
timber from Lebanon to Joppa, it is not 
written ‘to the harbor or creek of Joppa,’ but 
to the sea of Joppa. Of the name or idea of 
a port, gateway in or out, there is no trace.’”” 

The Mediterranean Sea plays no important 
part whatever in the life of our Lord. It is 
referred to only once in all the four Gospels, 
and then only incidentally (Luke 6:17; per- 
haps also in Matt. 23:15). Still, we can say, 
must say, that God’s great redemptive work

for us through Jesus Christ was accom- 
plished on the shores of that sea. At no 
time of His life was our Lord more than one 
hundred miles from its waters. Often He 
looked upon them, nearby, or at a distance, 
for the sea can be seen from many elevated 
places in Palestine. In fact, of all the great 
events that have taken place on the shores of 
the Great Sea, in Crete, Greece, Rome, Egypt, 
and in Phoenicia, none of them can ever com- 
pare in importance, in influence, in subsequent 
consequences, with what Christ said and did 
during the thirty years while He lived at the 
eastern end of this sea, in Palestine. 


The Highway for the Gospel 

In the history of the early Church, the 
Mediterranean assumes pre-eminent impor- 
tance. As one of the most distinguished his- 
torians of our day has said, “It is hard to 
imagine the Christian faith spreading so rap- 
idly to Rome and beyond, if the imperial 
people had not promoted maritime inter- 
course throughout that great empire. Viewed 
in this respect, the Mediterranean figures 
as a mighty mixer of peoples and beliefs; for 
it connected the East with the West and pro- 
moted the interchange both of products and 
ideas.’”* 

If in the Old Testament the sea was a 
barrier shutting in Israel, in the New Testa- 
ment it becomes the highway over which the 
gospel was carried to the great cities of the 
Rornan Empire. If no passion for wealth or 
commercial supremacy could persuade the 
Israelites to venture out on the waters of the 
Mediterranean, a passion for proclaiming the 
glorious gospel of the Lord Jesus Christ did 
drive the great apostle Paul out to the utter- 
most boundaries of this sea, again and again. 
On his first missionary journey he took ship 
at Antioch in Syria, sailing to Cyprus; at 
the far end of this island he took ship 
again, for Attalia, in Pamphylia; after gos- 
pelizing some of the chief cities of Asia Mi- 
nor, he returned to Antioch again by ship 
(Acts 13:4-14:26). On his second journey, 
he crossed the northern end of the Aegean 
Sea, sailing from Troas; returning, he crossed 
the southern part of the same sea, sailing 
from Cenchrea, near Corinth, to Ephesus, 
and then continuing down the coast to the 
island of Rhodes, and thence to Caesarea, on 
the coast of Palestine (Acts 15:36-18:22).

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His third journey followed more or less 
closely the route he took on the previous 
one, except that on the return journey he 
went from Rhodes to Patara, in Lycia, sailed 
from there to Tyre, in Syria, and thence 
down the coast to Caesarea (Acts 18:23-21: 
8). The record of Paul’s journey to Rome, 
to be tried (and condemned) recorded so 
vividly for us in Acts 27, has been called “the 
most vivid account of a voyage and ship- 
wreck in the whole of Greek and Latin lit- 
erature.‘ 

One of the great miracles of history is the 
rapidity with which the shores of the Medi- 
terranean, European, African, and Asian, 
were soon dotted with flourishing Christian 
congregations, for the most part in the great 
centers of population® 

It is because most of the great events of 
the Old and New Testaments took place at 
the eastern end of the Mediterranean, and 
because the early Church flourished most ex- 
tensively and vigorously in the great cities 
located on its shores, that we have found a 
wealth of material to study “with my Bible 
around the Mediterranean.” 


What ‘‘the Sea’’ Means in the Bible 

But what use did the Hebrew people make 
of this sea in their spiritual instructions? 
What use did God make of the Great Sea in 
instructing His people in those important 
truths which lifted them above all the peo- 
ples of antiquity? Has this great expanse of 
water any place in giving Hebrew literature 
a spiritual loftiness and an enduring value 
for the instruction of all mankind far be- 
yond that possessed by any other body of 
literature in the ancient world? We shall

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discover in the Old Testament four princi- 
pal ideas which the sea in its various char- 
acteristics emphasizes and continually recalls 
to men. 

Though it is true that the Old Testament 
writers often speak of the seas as created by 
God (Exod. 20:11; Neh. 9:6; Ps. 95:5; 
146:6), yet, at the same time, they looked 
upon the sea as a vast, restless power, with 
great destructive capacities, beyond the con- 
trol of man, which must be held in bound 
by God Himself, or it would destroy the na- 
tions against whose shores it ceaselessly 
pounded. God is spoken of as the One who 
“shut up the sea with doors, when it brake 
forth” (Job 38:8). “Thou rulest the raging 
of the sea: when the waves thereof arise, 
thou stillest them” (Ps. 89:9, cf. 65:7; 93: 
3, 4; 107:29). Solomon speaks of that time 
when God “gave to the sea his decree, that 
the waters should not pass his command- 
ment” (Prov. 8:29), as Job heard the Lord 
say that He had commanded the sea, “Hith- 
erto shalt thou come, but no further: and 


here shall thy proud waves be stayed” (Job: 


38:11). Jeremiah in striking language 
echoes the same thought, “Fear ye not me? 
saith the Lord: will ye not tremble at my 
presence, which have placed the sand for 
the bound of the sea by a perpetual decree, 
that it cannot pass it: and though the waves 
thereof toss themselves, yet can they not 
prevail . . . though they roar, yet can they 
not pass over it?” (Jer. 5:22). As the dis- 
tinguished commentator, Dr. Naegelsbach, 
has said, “The wide ocean with the immense 
body of its waves is an emblem of the wildest 
and most irresistible force of nature. And 
yet the Lord is strong enough to control this 
violence.”

The Sea a Symbol of Rebellion 

Again, the sea in commotion is spoken 
of as a picture of the human heart when in 
rebellion against God. “The wicked are like 
the troubled sea, when it cannot rest, whose 
waters cast up mire and dirt. There is no 
peace, saith my God, to the wicked” (Isa. 
57:20; cf. Jude 13).7 James has a somewhat 
related idea in mind when he writes that “he 
that wavereth is like a wave of the sea driv- 
en with the wind and tossed” (James 1:6). 

These two ideas are combined in a third, 
which is frequently found in the Old Testa- 
ment, namely, that the storm-tossed, roar- 
ing, pounding sea is a fit symbol of the re- 
bellion of the nations.of the earth against the 
restraining laws of God, which is the same as 
rebellion against God Himself. “Woe to the 
multitude of many people, which make a 
noise like the noise of the seas; and to the 
rushing of nations, that make a rushing like 
the rushing of mighty waters!” (Isa. 17:12). 
God is He “who stilleth the noise of the 
seas, the noise of their waves, and the tumult 
of the people” (Ps. 65:7). This is the iden- 
tical figure used by our Lord in His great 
Olivet discourse, in speaking about these 
very days in which we live: “And there shall 
be signs in sun and moon and stars; and 
upon the earth distress of nations, in per- 
plexity for the roaring of the sea and the 
billows; men fainting for fear, and for ex- 
pectation of the things which are coming 
on the world; for the powers of the heavens

shall be shaken” (Luke 21:25, 26, R.V.)3 
Might there not be some connection between 
the roaring sea and “the powers of the 
heavens” here and the winds of the heavens 
striving on the great sea in Daniel 7:2? 

This spirit of revolt against God was and 
will be directed especially by the nations of 
the earth against God’s people Israel, whose 
enemies are often symbolized by roaring seas. 
Of the people coming down from the north 
against Israel in the days of her tribulation, 
Jeremiah says, “their voice roareth like the 
sea” (Jer. 6:23; 50:42). In the day when 
the nations shall come from the ends of the 
earth against Israel, says Isaiah, “they shall 
roar against them like the roaring of the 
sea” (Isa. 5:30; cf. 8:7). 


The Mediterranean in Prophecy 

We have considered the significance of the 
Mediterranean Sea in the history of the Old 
and New Testaments, and in the use God 
makes of the characteristics of the sea as 
figuratively depicting the restlessness and re- 
belliousness of the nations of the earth. 
There remains one other large body of truth 
in relation to the Mediterranean which we 
have not even hinted at thus far, namely, 
the place of the Mediterranean in prophecy. 
When Daniel saw the four great empires of 
the ancient world come before him in a vi- 
sion as four beasts, he saw them come up 
from “the great sea” (Dan. 7:2, 3), which 
certainly must be a reference to the Mediter- 
ranean, for, as Tregelles reminds us, “the 
‘great sea’ is always used in every other 
passage of Scripture in which the phrase~oc- 
curs, as meaning distinctly the Mediterranean 
Sea” 

The late W. C. Stevens, in his unusually 
rich and suggestive book on Daniel, has in- 
dicated so aptly the relationship of the Medi- 
terranean to these four empires, that we do 
not hesitate to quote his entire paragraph: 

“This sea may truly be said to be the 
ganglion, or nerve center, of these four 
great historic empires. The first one, the 
Babylonian, of Daniel’s day, did not rest 
in its course of conquest until it obtained 
undisputed control of the entire eastern 
coast of the Mediterranean. The second, 
the Medo-Persian, claimed not only the 
east coast, but also the north coast to the 
Aegean Sea; and Xerxes endeavored to 
make conquest beyond the Aegean. The 
third empire, the Grecian, arose, of 
__ course, adjacent to the Mediterranean on

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the north; and it made sure, at the out- 
set, of all the easterly section of the 
north coast and of all the east coast of 
the Mediterranean. The fourth empire, 
the Roman, swept under its conquering 
tread all the Mediterranean coasts, as 
well as all the imperial east.’”° 


A Center of National Agitation 

There is another very significant line about 
this sea in Daniel’s record of his vision— 
“the four winds of the heaven strove upon 
the great sea.” The word here translated 
“strove” comes from a root meaning “to 
break or burst forth,” and is the very word 
Job uses in the passage we considered a lit- 
tle while before (Job. 38:8). There is much 
to ponder over when we know, moreover, 
that “in the Targums it is common in the 
conjugation here used, in the sense of ‘to 
wage war,’ literally, ‘to cause war to break 
forth,’ as in Deuteronomy 20:4.” And what 
is represented by “the four winds of the 
heaven”? Probably Prof. C. F. Keil, one of 
the greatest Old Testament scholars of the 
nineteenth century, says all that can be 
safely ascertained from the words, when he 
writes, “The winds of the heavens represent 
the heavenly powers and forces by which 
God sets the nations of the world in motion; 
and the number four has a symbolical mean- 
ing: that the people of all regions of the 
earth are moved hither and thither in violent 
commotion.’””* How to distinguish between 
the self-initiated rebelliousness of nations 
against God, and the agitation of these na- 
tions by divinely-directed agencies is a prob- 
lem the present writer does not care to solve, 
but it should not be ignored. 


The Determining Factor of World 
History 
The Mediterranean is the geographical 
center of all Gentile prophecies, and around 
it the vast, epochal events of the end of this 
age shall take place. The stage of modern 


history is perfectly set for the fulfilment of

these prophecies, which involve and neces- 
sitate the final revival of the ancient Roman 
Einpire. In the first place, we must recog- 
nize that the destinies of the world are still 
determined on the shores of this sea. America 
is fabulously rich, with a civilization highly 
developed mechanically, but the destiny of 
Western civilization is not determined by the 
decisions of New York, or Washington. China 
is a larger country, containing more people 
than any five of the nations bordering on 
the Mediterranean today, but the destiny 
of the world is not determined in China, no, 
nor in Japan. As Count Antonio Cippico 
said some years ago, when lecturing at Yale 
University: 

“East and West meet in it (the Med- 
iterranean) as in no other place on earth, 
either furiously colliding or intermingling. 
The battles which are fought upon its 
surface are full of destiny, create and 
annihilate kingdoms and empires. The 
religions that rise from its shores.... 
conquer a great part of the human race. 
The Asiastic East was defeated at Troy, 
Marathon, Salamis, and Tyre by the 
European West. The Mediterranean, in 
other words, is the cradle of Hellenic 
beauty, of Roman law, and of the doc- 
trines of Christianity ....This sea, the in- 
exhaustible crucible of so many races, 
religions, and civilizations, will always 
respond to its great imperial destiny.” 


What Makes War a Probability? 


What an opportunity for conflict does the 
present alignment of nations and their col- 
onies about the Mediterranean offer! Spain 
possesses Morocco, across the sea from her 
shores, in Africa. France claims Algeria and 
Tunis, and has a mandate over Syria. Eng- 
land still has great interests in Egypt, and 
rules Palestine under a mandate. A well- 
informed writer accurately interprets the 
conviction of England, when he says that 
because it offers a perfect station for the 
vastly important oil pipe line from Iraq at 
Haifa, Palestine must be held at all costs, 
“unless the whole fabric of our imperial 
strategy in Asia is to collapse like a house of 
cards.’ 

Once Spain was considered no serious 
menace to international peace, but “a new 
and disturbing factor is undoubtedly fore- 
shadowed by the prospect of Spain’s devel- 
opment into a military power with warlike 
tastes and fascist ties." These nations can- 
not even contact their own respective ter- 
ritories without their warships and vessels 
of trade passing each other’s shores, and 
crossing each other’s lines of communication. 
“When so many heavily-armed powers,” 
says the distinguished military critic, Mr. 
Liddell Hart, “are confined in so narrow a 
space, all with their bases interwoven, and 
that space is being continually narrowed by 
the growth of modern weapons, to start a 
war there would be like shutting up a bunch 
of mad cats in a cage.’"® 

Yet, as the seas are under God’s ultimate 
sovereign rule, so are the nations which 
these seas symbolize. “Thou rulest the rag- 
ing of the sea: when the waves thereof 
arise, thou stillest them” (Ps. 89:9). “The 
nations shall rush like the rushing of many

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The Proper Approach to the Bible

HERE is a right way and a wrong 

way of doing everything, and many 

fail to find the Bible interesting be- 

cause they approach it in a wrong 
spirit or in a wrong manner. If the Bible 
is ever to become ours in any true sense, 
certain requirements must be granted. Let 
us now consider briefly some of these. First 
of all, there must be 


Spirituality 


The Bible is for all, but the understand- 
ing of it is possible only to those who have 
spiritual life and are spiritually minded. In 
other words, there must be the verifying 
faculty. Objective testimony, or external 
evidence of truth, is never enough. There 
must be also subjective capacity, or internal 
receptivity to its witness, that is in cor- 
respondence. 

Perhaps the greatest passage in the Bible 
on this subject is I Corinthians 2:7-3:2, 
where the two fundamental necessities are 
seen to be spiritual life and spiritual light. 
“But as it is written, Eye hath not seen, 
nor ear heard, neither have entered into 
the heart of man, the things which God 
hath prepared for them that love him. But 
God hath revealed them unto us by his 
Spirit: for the Spirit searcheth all things, 
yea, the deep things of God” (I Cor. 2:9, 
10). 

The things which God has prepared for 
them that love Him are outside the sphere 
of human understanding and _ operation 
(vv. 7-9). The eye does not see them, 
though they lie open before it. The ear 
does not hear them, though they be shouted 
into it. The heart does not receive them, 
though they be presented into it. 

The only explanation of this is in the fact 
that these things lie outside the sphere of 
that which is purely human. These things, 
it is affirmed, are searched out by, and are 
known only to, the Spirit of God, who 
“searches” them out. This is the same word 
that is used of God searching the heart 
(Rom. 8:27), and of the Jews searching 
the Scriptures (John 5:39). If, then, the 
Holy Spirit “searches” these things, can we 
suppose that we shall know them without 
searching ? 

But there is here a third statement, name- 
ly, that the Spirit of God reveals these 
things to those who can apprehend them 
(I Cor. 2:10-3:2). The “natural” man can- 
not receive them, because spiritually he is 
dead and in the dark (I Cor. 2:14). The 
“carnal” man cannot apprehend them, be- 
cause though he is alive, darkness dwells in 
him (3:1, 2). The “spiritual” man alone 
can understand them, because not only has 
he life, but he is also walking in the light 
(3:1). 

From this we see that the world is di- 
vided into two classes of persons, the nat- 
ural man, and the new man. This latter 
class is also divided into two, the carnal 
man, and the spiritual man. It is this last 
class alone which can know and enjoy “the 
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deep things of God.” 

But further, in order to have such under- 
standing, there must be 

Reverence 

Carlyle has said that “wonder is the basis 
of worship.” That surely, is a profound 
truth! Its secrets will be withheld from 
anyone who approaches the Bible without 
reverence, as has been proved countless times. 
Those intellectually keen who, with critical 
or analytical faculty, have come to the study 
of its pages as though it were merely a 
literary production, have been left blindly to 
grope their way, while many an illiterate 
but reverent person has entered into its deep 
mysteries. 

It was Edward Irving who said: 

“With no less emotion should this Book 
be opened than if, like him in the Apoca- 
lypse, you saw the voice which spoke, 
or like him in the trance, you were into 
the third heaven translated, communing 
with the realities of glory which eye hath 
not seen, nor ear heard, nor the heart 
of man conceived.” 

And Robert Boyle also testifies of his ap- 
proach to the Bible: 

“T use the Scriptures not as an arsenal 
to be resorted to only for arms and 
weapons to defend this party, or to de- 
feat its enemies, but as a matchless tem- 
ple where I delight to be, to contemplate 
the beauty, the symmetry, and the mag- 
nificence of the structure, and to increase 
my awe and to excite my devotion to 
the Deity there preached and adored.” 

Only in this spirit can we really come into 
possession of the Bible. But in order to 
reach such an end, there must also be 

Appreciation 

Mark carefully these words of Pascal: 

“God has determined that things di- 
vine shall enter through the heart into 
the mind, and not through the mind into 
the heart. In divine things, therefore, 
it is necessary to love them in order to 
know them, and we enter into truth only 
through love.” 


The study of poetry requires a poetic 
taste, and to appreciate art or music there 
must be an appreciation of the artistic, and 
a love of music. In like manner, in order 
to an understanding of the Scriptures there 
must be not only divine life, but also sym- 
pathy with the divine. The absence of such 
sympathy must mean a loss of blessing, be- 
cause of faulty apprehension and defective 
vision. 

It may sound trite to say that if we 
would understand any work, and derive the 
fullest benefit from the study of it, we 
must be in sympathy with its point of 
view, and must drink deeply of its spirit. 
Yet with reference to the Scriptures this 
needs to be said. It is most unfortunate, 
to say the least, that many who teach the 
Bible have themselves never understood the 
spirit of the Bible, and are, therefore, more 
or less out of sympathy with it. Such an 
attitude is destructive of the best work, 
and is, surely, perilous to personal religion. 
As certainly as sympathy disarms suspicion, 
does suspicion kill sympathy. 

Of course, if we would know and teach 
the Scriptures we must ourselves have an ex- 
perimental knowledge of God in Christ, but, 
in addition to having a spiritual faculty, we 
must have a right point of view in our study 
of the Bible. It is a divine revelation of 
God to man, and sets forth how a ruined 
race can be reinstated in the favor of God 
by the sacrifice of Himself. That is its 
point of view, and although many other 
subjects are treated incidentally, we must 
enter into the spirit of that divine message 
if we would understand the Bible. 

But in addition to the foregoing, if one 
would understand the Bible he must have 


Imagination 


How great a faculty is imagination, and 
how pitifully poor are the unimaginative! 
Every great leader comes to his place of 
leadership through the ordered activity of 
the imagination. Napoleon said that “im- 
agination rules the world.” The scientist, 
the historian, the thinker, the adventurer, 
the ruler, the inventor, the poet, the preach- 
er—indeed all classes and callings are de- 
pendent upon imagination for the best re- 
sults; and will anyone suppose that it can 
be dispensed with in Bible study! 

Imagination is not exactly faith, and it is 
very far from being fancy. It is insight; 
that power of the intellect by which it 
sees more than is visible. In our reading 
of the Scriptures we are constantly in dan- 
ger either of allegorizing fancy, or of grub- 
bing literalism, and the only thing that can 
save us from both is a sanctified imagina- 
tion. Such a quality is infinitely more valu- 
able than scientific precision, and it may be 
exercised by those who have no scientific 
equipment. 

Children are essentially imaginative, and 
so the Bible, Péilgrim’s Progress, The Holy 
War, and Robinson Crusoe are books which 
never fail to attract and hold them, for 
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these are full of pictures, and pictures ap- 
peal to the imagination. 

Nothing could be more barren of results 
than to read the Bible without exercising 
this faculty, for while it is not a book of 
imagination, it is pre-eminently a book for 
it. Its stories, its poems, its visions, yes, 
and its dogmas, all appeal to the imagina- 
tion, for religion has to do with every 
faculty of the mind. 

What are metaphor, figure, allegory, sym- 
bol, type, and parable but the food of im- 
agination, and only imagination can seize 
the significance of these and wrest from them 
their secret. Even Paul, built all of logic 
and precision, surprises us on many a page 
by the penetration of his spiritual imagina- 
tion. Witness, for example, his interpreta- 
tion of the resurrection of Christ. It is 
first of all a great outstanding fact; but the 
apostle’s insight discerns much more than 
mere fact in his vivid description. 

‘Truth must receive human and personal 
adaptations or interpretations, otherwise it 
will remain apart from life helpless in rela- 
tion to its task. And yet again, as we come 
to the Bible, it must be with 


Expectancy 


There is more in every part of this Book 
than we have ever found, and this will re- 
main so forever. The well-thumbed stor- 
ies of Genesis, the favorite psalms, the con- 
solations of the prophets, the path of gospel 
story trodden by so many millions of feet, 
the soul-stirring letters of Paul, and the in- 
spiring visions of John, have all vastly more 
yet to yield to those who have read them 
most often and most carefully. More light 
for all of us in Psalm 23; John 14; I Cor- 
inthians 13; 15; Isaiah 53; 60, and Luke 15. 

But the passages that are universally fa- 
miliar are few in number. In the Bible 
there are great and rich outlying avenues of 
spiritual knowledge with which we are al- 
most, or perhaps altogether unacquainted; 
crystal springs, fragrant gardens, green 
meadows, fertile valleys, fruitful orchards, 
bracing mountain heights, and limpid rivers 
of consolation and promise and examples of 
love, peace, joy, beauty, strength, and grace. 
These all await and invite our possession. 

It is to be feared that too often the 
Scriptures fall on ears which custom has 
deadened to their force of beauty. The 
Church has not greater need than this, that 
the ears of believers should tingle, and the 
hearts of believers should burn within them 
with such surprise of Scripture as came to 
the disciples on the way to Emmaus. If 
this experience is to be ours, we must re- 
turn again and again to the most familiar 
passages, and be ever making wide excursions 
into new fields of truth and treasure. 

Addressing an assembly of business and 
workmen in England, John Morley, the bi- 
ographer of Gladstone, said: 

“It is a great mistake to think that, 
because you have read a masterpiece 
once, twice, or ten times, therefore you 
have done with it. Because it is a mas- 
terpiece you ought to live with it, and 
make it part of your daily life.” 

Now, if this be true of other books, it is 
pre-eminently true of the Book of books, to 
which, coming with intention, we must give 
attention. We must keep an open eye and 
heart all the time if we would know the 
joy of surprise. 

Old Dr. Johnson said: 
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“Some men see more in a day’s trip in 
the Hampton coach than other men see 
in a journey through Europe.” 


How true that is of Bible readers! To one 
it is a duty, and to the other a delight; to 
one the familiar almost breeds contempt, 
and to the other it is all new again; one 
sees only a common acacia bush, and an- 
other sees it all ablaze. The difference lies 
in the fact that one comes to it with ex- 
pectancy, and the other does not. But in 
addition to all this, there must be, on our 
part, a sense of 


Dependence 


Surely there can be no better introduc- 
tion to any work than to know the author. 
That is why I like to read the lives of the 
master-writers before I read their writings. 

But we can get nearer to the Author of 
this great Book. We may know Him per- 
sonally, and have the help of His guidance 
all the time. Only the Spirit knows the 
mind of God, and only He can communicate 
“the deep things” of God to the soul. It 
is His office to make known these things to 
us, but He can do so only as we look to 
Him and depend upon Him. Our unaided 
intelligence and wisdom will ever be a 
wretched substitute for His illumination of 
our minds. 

In his last sickness, Archbishop Ussher 
was observed one day sitting in his wheel 
chair with his Bible in his lap, and moving 
his position as the sun shone round to the 
westward, to let the light always fall on the 
sacred page. That is the true way to study 
the Scriptures—in complete reliance upon 
Him, the Light of lights, who is the Author 
and Interpreter. 

Finally, we must bring to the reading and 
study of the Bible the spirit of 


Obedience 
Without this, all the other qualities will 
be robbed of their chief value. Knowledge 
of the Bible which is not accompanied by 
obedience, is not only profitless, it is harm- 
ful. This revelation demands a response, 
and where that response is not yielded, the 





Book becomes sealed. 

Other books invite respect, but this oné 
demands allegiance. “If ye know these 
things, happy are ye if ye do them” (John 
13:17). If that pregnant utterance teaches 
us anything, it is that knowledge alone of 
spiritual things does not bless one, but that 
there must be obedience also. 

A companion passage completes _ this 
truth, namely, “If any man will do his 
will, he shall know of the doctrine, whether 
it be of God” (John 7:17). Knowledge 
which issues in obedience will in turn pro- 
duce an enlarged capacity for knowledge, 
and by the reciprocal action of these, we 
shall join the ranks of the “blessed.” “He 
that looketh into the perfect law, the law 
of liberty, and so continueth being not a 
hearer that forgetteth but a doer that work- 
eth, this man shall be blessed in his doing” 
(James 1:25, R.V.). 

Let us see to it that we meditate in this 
Book of the law day and night, and ob- 
serve to do according to all that is written 
therein; for then shall our way be made 
prosperous, and then shall we have good 
success (Josh. 1:8).

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Why an Educational Ditrectoe? 


By REV. CLARENCE H. BENSON, Director of the Christian

HE Church has a teaching responsi- 

bility. Despite its neglect among 

Protestants, it equals if not exceeds 

in importance the preaching min- 
istry. While the word “preaching” is found 
137 times in the Bible, the word “teaching” 
is found 217 times. Twice in the Great Com- 
mission the Church is commanded to teach. 
The fact that today only 9 per cent of the 
world’s religious population is Protestant and 
19 per cent is Catholic, strongly suggests that 
while the latter may not be adhering to a 
correct apostolic message, they are following 
a correct apostolic method. To the Catho- 
lic child, religion may be a very formal 
thing, but it is also a very constant and 
important thing. 


What Christian Training 
Accomplishes 

The Church has a training responsibility. 
We are not admonished to teach, but rather 
to “train up a child in the way in which he 
should go,” if he is not later to depart from 
it. While teaching is helping to know, train- 
ing is helping to do. To be doing something 
is the passion of youth. Most of its activities 
center around the doing of something and 
doing it hard. Hence the importance of the 
Church utilizing this adolescent character- 
istic for the furtherance of its life and work. 

When there is teaching in childhood and 
training in youth, we have every reason to 
anticipate Christian activity in adult life. 
Church members are very much like the men 
and women whom we find in every walk of 
life. They do not hesitate to undertake the 
task for which they have been trained. On 
the other hand, we cannot expect the work 
of the Church to be assumed with any con- 
fidence or willingness when there has been no 
previous preparation for it. As training mul- 
tiplies the value of a soldier, so it greatly en- 
larges the sphere of usefulness of the church 
member. 

Failure of Existing Agencies 

The average pastor is totally unprepared 
for the teaching and training task of the 
church. Despite the fact that Christ was a 
teacher rather than a preacher, and the early 
Church maintained that the school was the 
connecting link between itself and the world, 
it has only been in recent years that our 
theological seminaries have provided courses 
in religious education. 

Most Protestant denominations excuse the 
pastor from the teaching function on the 
ground that this is provided by the home. 
We do not want to underrate the home as 
a field of religious instruction. The home is 
the world’s greatest university, and the most 
important study in the curriculum is the 
Bible. At a camp meeting in Indiana a few 
years ago, a test was made of approximately 
five hundred church members, and only one 
was discovered who had neither a Christian 
father nor a Christian mother. But the trag- 
edy in America is that there are few parents 
whom the Church has prepared for their all- 
important responsibility. The parents of to- 
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day, alas, are the children of a former gen- 
eration which the Church neglected. The 
American home of tomorrow will depend on 
what care the Church bestows on the chil- 
dren today. 

Other denominations relegate their teach- 
ing ministry to the community. We have 
Community Teacher Training Classes, Com- 
munity Daily Vacation Bible Schools, and 
Community Week Day Church Schools. 
These schools are frequently failures, how- 
ever, because the doctrines are often diamet- 
rically opposed to that which individual 
churches believe and teach. The fact that 
such denominations as the Catholic, Lutheran, 
and Reformed refuse to join in these com- 
munity movements, is a frank admission that 
they not only believe their doctrines are 
worth teaching, but that they do not regard 
such makeshift movements as trustworthy. 
The community school means a program of 
religion so broad that of necessity it elimi- 
nates fundamentals of truth. If preachers can- 
not agree on the Bible, much less hope have 
we that teachers can be of one mind as to 
what portions of the Bible should be taught. 


The Problem Solved by a New 
Profession 


To enable the individual church to assume 
its responsibility for the teaching and train- 
ing ministry, and guarantee that such in- 
struction shall be loyal to denominational 
doctrines, in recent years there has been 
created a new profession. More than a thou- 
sand churches now have trained specialists 
who are responsible for the entire educational 
program. Formerly where churches engaged 
a second minister to assist the pastor and 
take charge of the young people’s work, to- 
day they are employing an educational di- 
rector to supervise the teaching of the chil- 
dren and the training of the young people. 
His activities do not conflict with, but rather 
complete, the work of the pastor. The latter 
continues to be the head of the church, and 
is responsible for the services of worship and 
adult activities, but he recognizes in the di- 
rector a_ professionally trained specialist 
whose division of work is the educational 
program of the church. This dual ministry, 
which so harmoniously completes the work 
of the local church and enables it to give 
equal emphasis to each of the four functions 
for which it is responsible, may be seen from 
the following diagram:

Real Teachers, Real Pupils and 
Real Instruction 
Perhaps the most important service the 
educational director can render the church is 
to develop an efficient teaching staff. Eighty- 
five per cent of the success of a school is de- 
pendent upon its faculty. Good teachers 
make good church schools. Have it spread 
abroad throughout a city or community that 
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the administration of a particular church 
school requires every teacher to hold a 
diploma, and there will be a constant stream 
of new members. An educational director 
will not only be the guarantee of trained 
teachers, but also of additional instructors, 
who are so needed today if the Protestant 
Church is to make any serious effort to reach 
the 36,000,000 American children and youth 
who are not even in Sunday School. The 
training program can also be extended to the 
home, and parents can be prepared to teach 
in those early impressionable years when 
they are the child’s first and most important 
instructors. 

But not only is the average church school 
badly handicapped because of the lack of 
real teachers, but also by the absence of real 
pupils. Scholars who come to Sunday School 
to learn must be properly graded and classi- 
fied to make possible definite progress. As 
in the public school, each Bible lesson must 
be learned before the next step is taken up. 
There must be correlated, cumulative and 
complete instruction, and, at the end, definite 
recognition and promotion. All this is pos- 
sible where a trained specialist is at the head 
of the educational work of the church. 

Many Sunday Schools do not have a cur- 
riculum. In others, the adopted series of les- 
sons does not fit well into the various de- 
partmental groups. Even when a curriculum 
has been well planned for the Sunday School, 
it may be entirely out of harmony with the 
instruction that is given in other educational 
agencies of the church. In public school the 
pupil studies his lesson in the morning and 
recites it in the afternoon. In the average 
church today the pupil in the Sunday School 
is instructed, but not given an opportunity 
to recite, and in the Christian Endeavor, 
B. Y. P. U., or Epworth League meeting 
he makes a vain effort to recite on a sub- 
ject with which he is not familiar. 

It is here that the educational director can 
serve most vitally in correlating the instruc- 
tion of the Sunday School with the expres- 
sional session of the Christian Endeavor, 
thus perpetuating and completing an organic 
unit of instruction. 

But the correlated curriculum of instruc- 
tion and expression can go farther than this. 
The program of the Daily Vacation Bible 
School need no longer duplicate the Sunday 
School lessons, but new material can be in- 
troduced to supplement and correlate the in- 
struction that is received on Sunday. In 
fact, the Daily Vacation Bible School can be 
made the summer session of the church 
school. 


Possibilities of the Week Day 
Church School 
The best hours of the day are now con- 
sumed in the interests of secular education. 
In recent years there has been a growing 
recognition that the Church is entitled to 
some of the public school time for religious 
instruction. Several states have passed laws 
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which permit children to be excused from 
school for one hour each week. Favorable 
court decisions and legal opinions have 
granted this privilege in other states, thus 
giving a wide recognition to the importance 
of week-day instruction. 

The greatest obstacle for the furtherance 
of this movement has been the failure of the 
Church to provide competent teachers. Pub- 
lic school authorities have been reluctant to 
dismiss their pupils for religious instruction 
to untrained and inefficient teachers. The 
Church cannot hope to secure and keep time 
concessions from the State if its work will 
not be of any higher standard than that 
which prevails in the average Sunday School. 
Due to their inability—or shall we not bet- 
ter say, their unwillingness—to bring the 
Sunday School up to the public school stand- 
ard of efficiency, many churches have un- 
wisely permitted week-day instruction to 
pass under the control of a community 
school. Here, as we have previously stated, 
the program not only fails to conform with 
that which the pupils are receiving in Sun- 
day School, but may be so broadened as to 
actually contradict it. Mental disorder and 
moral disaster are sure to result as soon as 
children discover the inconsistency of a cur- 
riculum that provides fundamental instruc- 
tion on Sunday and modernistic teaching 
during the week. 

But it is right here that the educational 
director of the church saves the day. He is 
a trained specialist in whose teaching effi- 
ciency the public school authorities can have 
confidence. Moreover, his instruction in 
week-day classes will not only conform to 
the denominational doctrines of his Church, 
but will be correlated with the Sunday 
School lessons. What contributions churches 
now make to a community school could be 
more profitably devoted to the salary of an 
educational director, especially in view of the 





many other important services that he would 
be able to render. 


From 17 to 256 Hours of Instruction 


Just how valuable these services are, may 
again be ascertained from a comparison of 
the number of hours of instruction the 
American child receives. Protestant children 
in the United States receive approximately 
one thousand hours a year of secular educa- 
tion, but even those who are enrolled in the 
Sunday School cannot possibly be credited 
with more than seventeen hours of real re- 
ligious instruction. Contrast this time, if you 
will, with the Jewish parochial school of 325 
hours, and the Catholic parochial school of 
200 hours! Irregular attendance in Sunday 
School, together with untrained teachers and 
ungraded lessons, account for the poor Prot- 
estant showing. 

But with the assistance of an educational 
director a Protestant church is not only able 
to make the Sunday School count for 52 
hours by making it 100 per cent efficient, 
but by correlating the Christian Endeavor 
societies and making them the expressional 
sessions of the Sunday School, the educa- 
tional period can again be doubled. As a 
third step, the Daily Vacation Bible School 
can be made the summer session of the 
church school, while in co-operation with 
the public school, week-day instruction can 
be introduced and correlated with a unified 
curriculum. Last of all, a children’s church, 
that will provide a service of worship for 
junior and intermediate pupils, can be ar- 
ranged, and thus complete an educational 
program that will give equal emphasis to 
instruction, worship, and expression. The 
possibilities, with the help of an educational 
director, of the average church increasing 
its teaching and training ministry from 17 to 
256 hours, may be seen summed up as fol- 
lows:

OLY Scripture presents striking 
examples showing how the home 
has been interested in the spirit- 
ual training of its children.

Mary, the mother of our Lord, had a will- 
ingness to co-operate with the divine plan 
that made her content with her Son’s un- 
explained response, “Wist ye not that I must 
be about my Father’s business?” 

Christian history tells of many parents, 
like Samuel and Susannah Wesley, who were 
willing to forget themselves in their eager- 
ness for the spiritual growth of their chil- 
dren, and so obeyed the command, “Thou 
shalt teach them diligently unto thy chil- 
dren.” Memories of our childhood remind 
us how closely the Sunday School in those 
days was linked with the home, and we are 
still grateful that our mothers drilled us in 
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the Home 


the catechism and taught us to memorize 
portions of the Bible. In recent years, many 
Sunday School teachers have deplored the 
lack of parental co-operation and have felt 
lonely in their work for Christ among small 
children. 

Our experience shows us that the co- 
operation of the home can still be secured, 
and that not only the child, but the home 
also, can be benefited by the work that our 
school is doing. With joy and thanksgiving 
we testify to God’s rich blessings upon what 
we are accomplishing, as we see our homes 
and our Sunday School keeping step with 
each other. 


Telling Bible Stories at Home 


Our plans and methods may differ, but 
the old-time results are being obtained 
through working together in bringing the 
child to accept and to follow Christ. One of 
our boys was taught the lesson stories by 





his grandmother. He developed such an 
ability in re-telling them to the whole Pri- 
mary department, that he was stirred to a 
new concern for the school, and at once we 
noticed an improvement in his deportment. 
From telling the stories, he advanced to 
Bible memorizing, and shortly his grand- 
mother reported that there was also an im- 
provement in his behavior at home! 

Another boy gave definite proof that he 
got the message of our offering service and 
its lessons about giving.

The “pearls” are cardboard cut-outs which 
father makes in various designs and upon 
which he prints the name or reference of 
the Scripture portion that has been mastered. 
In learning the “Golden Pearl,” which con- 
sists of verses telling how to be saved, the 
child finished first, but one evening the 
mother was ready to be heard. 

After she had repeated the whole of it, her 
daughter looked at her earnestly and said 
emphatically, “I’m sorry, mother, but you 
most certainly cannot have the pearl, for 
you have the references all mixed up.” The 
second attempt was more successful, but 
even then the mother was surprised to hear 
her daughter say, “Well, you may have the 
pearl now, but you put the word ‘so’ in the 
second verse, and it doesn’t belong there. It 
goes this way, ‘For Christ also hath once suf- 
fered for sins, the just for the unjust, that 
he might bring us to God’” (I Pet. 3:18). 

It is easy to imagine the joy that child 
is having in memorizing God’s Word, and 
the mother has the satisfaction of obeying 
II Timothy 2:15, “Study to show thyself 
approved unto God.”

What was once the Falls View 
Bridge, Niagara Falls, N.Y., and 
Niagara Falls, Ont., spanning the Niagara 
Gorge in a single mighty arch against the 
scenic backdrop of the Falls, linking the 
United States and Canada together, is now 
nothing but twisted tons of steel which lie 
crumbled in the ice-packed gorge. 


An Awful Spectacle 

On January 27, the 1,240 foot span sagged 
in the middle and then slowly and perpen- 
dicularly collapsed, pushed over by the ir- 
resistible force of the lower Niagara’s great- 
est ice jam. 

“The bridge—” 

It sounded like the thunder of the firing 
of a dozen cannons combined. From all sec- 
tions people came running, one thought in 
mind, ‘The bridge—gone!” The falling 2,600 
ton wreck sent up a mist of snow flurries, 
dust, and debris that clouded the spectacle 
for several minutes. Thousands of curious 
sightseers thronged the river banks on both 
sides of the boundary. Again and again, 
the vast concourse gasped as they saw a 
twisted mass of metal embedded in the ice, 
which was strong enough to hold the heavy 
load without cracking. 

Built in 1898, the Falls View Bridge was 
the third to span the gorge at that point. 
The first, a suspension bridge, also met a 
disastrous fate when it was blown down in 
a heavy storm in 1889. At the time of its 
construction, the Falls View Bridge was the

longest single-span arch bridge in the world. 

It was owned by the International Rail- 
way Company. As owners, they collected 
the tolls. No insurance was carried. It had 
served for forty years. 


Better Down Than Up 

The verdict of those who were familiar 
with the bridge is that it is better down 
than up. For rightly or not, it had been 
under suspicion for a number of years, in 
fact since 1907. Engineers have inspected 
the span and pronounced it safe enough, but 
public doubt persisted. Constantly increas- 
ing demands were placed on the bridge as it 
was called upon to carry the ever larger 
load of traffic. Not less than 463,000 persons 
crossed the bridge last August. A total of 
2,174,000 entered the United States over the 
bridge in 1937. Last Labor Day, 52,628 
persons crossed the bridge from Canada. 

The Falls View Bridge was an engineering 
feat of which man was proud. But nature 
moved, as it were, its little finger, and lo, 
man’s work crumbled! It was a case of 
nature deflating man’s ego. Steel “doctors” 
were there—but stood helpless. 

I have felt slight tremors (earthquakes) in 
California. I have been in an unmerciful 
hailstorm in Minnesota. I have been in a 
cataclysmic cyclone in Texas. I have watched 
the scorching sun convert the mid-western 
soil to powder, and have seen the dust, in 
turn, wrapping its sable blanket around the 
sun, making it as dark as death’s eye. Amid 
all this, man has stood by in abject help- 
lessness.

What will a godless world do when Jesus 
comes for His own, when the Tribulation 
sets in, when the Great White Throne looms 
in the sky, when “the heavens shall pass 
away with a great noise, and the elements 
shall melt with fervent heat, the earth also 
and the works that are therein shall be 
burned up” (II Pet.

What will hap- 
pen when the Cross-marked bridge of salva- 
tion, which spans the gorge of perdition be- 
tween heaven and earth, has served its pur- 
pose, and is removed? 


The cataracts at Niagara Falls were in 
darkness for the first time since the giant 
flood-lights were installed fifteen years ago 
to illuminate the Falls. Current supplying 
the 1,350,000,000 candle power was received 
from the Ontario Power House, then dis- 
abled by the ice jam.

When Shall We 
Teach Children about God? 


To Mothers of the Pre-School Child 
By MRS. W. EDSON DUTTON, Aurora, Ill. 


S I have gazed fondly into the faces 
of the two boys whom God has 
has intrusted into my care, I have 
felt my responsibility to lead them 

as soon as possible back to their Creator. 
We mothers follow our guide books on diet, 
play, sleep, etc., and spend hours teaching 
our babies the good habits of life. Why not 
at the same time teach them about God? 

As an experiment I have taken our two 
boys (aged two and four) and spent ten 
minutes a day teaching them about God and 
the stories of the Bible. This time may be 
taken while dressing them, at noon lunch 
time, or as a bedtime feature.

Saying Grace at the Table 

First of all, we teach the little one to 
hold his hands while grace is being said. 
The older boy says his grace at one meal 
each day. It goes like this, 

“God, we thank Thee for this food, 

Bless our lives and make them pure and 
good.” 

The little boy says “Amen” at the end. 
You may say, What good is that? And we 
reply, We are making them familiar with 
the language of the kingdom of God. At 
night the four-year-old prays to God in his 
own words, thanking God for the fun he 
has had during the day, asking Him to help 


him to be good, and requesting various 
things. 

Of course we take our children to church 
and Sunday School as soon as they are able 
to be carried there. and we train them to 
sit still during the church service. At first 
they may have to be taken out and a little 
pressure brought to bear upon the right spot, 
thereafter taken back to the service, and the 
battle is practically won. 

Then as soon as your child can talk, teach 
him church songs and choruses. Our four- 
year-old knows about fifteen different 
choruses by memory, and though he doesn’t 
carry a tune well as yet, we can easily recog- 
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nize what he is attempting to sing. How 
sweet to hear a child lisping the praises of 
God! 


Questions Answered with God 
in Them 

Since our oldest boy was three years old 
we have told him about God; of His love 
for little boys; how God stays awake all 
night watching over us; how He sends the 
snow, the rain, and the sunshine. When his 
question period began and he wondered who 
held the clouds in the sky, and who turned 
the moon on at night, we explained to him 
that God does these things. Are we not 
biblical in such instruction? We have tried 
to teach him to put his nickels in church for 
God, and spend his pennies for candy, for 
we should like him to grow up to be a good 
steward of material things. Psychologists 
in recent years have put the “age of ac- 
countability” at a much earlier time than 
the previously believed eight years, and so, 
dear mothers, we must be sure our little ones 
know not only about God, but also their 
personal relationship to Him. 

During the last four months we have 
taught our older son the following stories: 
Joseph and the coat of many colors; Samuel, 
or the boy who received a new coat every 
year; David, the boy who with God’s 
guidance killed a giant; Lot’s wife, the re- 
sult of disobedience to God; Daniel in the 
lion’s den, or the way God protects His 
children; Adam and Eve, our first parents 
and their sad disobedience; Jesus as a little 
boy; and Moses, the baby who was divinely 
cared for. Several Bible facts have also 
been used for daily teaching, such as the 
names of the Bible, who wrote it, and how 
many books it contains, and the Twenty- 
third Psalm. He also knows several short 
verses. 


Claiming God’s Promise for the 
Child 


Our boy is simply the average, a fun-lov- 
ing, mischievous child, such as is seen every- 
where. However, because we have so often 
heard the excuse from church people that 
little children cannot learn much about God 
till they grow up, we set out to experiment 
and prove the truth of the verse, “Train up 
a child in the way he should go: and when 
he is old, he will not depart from it” (Prov. 
22:6). No age limit is stated in the verse, 
but it must mean very young, for the idea 
of training starts at birth, and remains a 
continual process until the child leaves the 
parental home for a career of his own. We 
certainly wish to claim the promise of the 
verse, and consequently feel the need of ful- 
filling the command of it. 

In only a few short years you and I shall 
have to send our boys and girls out into a 
world with all sorts of temptations, where 
they will meet a pagan philosophy of life. 
If they ever needed good, early training it is 
at present. Surely, if we have followed the 
plan laid down in the Word of God we shall 
have nothing to fear. But we must follow 
it, and we must do it now!

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The Business Man: 


His Place in Business and in the Kingdom of God

An Address at the Founder's Week Conference 


OSSIBLY the hardest job the Lord 
has, is to teach some of us in the 
commercial world, that He will di- 
rect His people just as truly in 

business, as in any other sphere of life. He 
is the God of all grace and the God of all 
mercy. His promises are just as true, just 
as sure, in the business world as they are 
in the spiritual realm. It is not easy for 
some of us to be led. We think we know 
all about markets, and how this thing should 
be labeled and that thing merchandised, and 
what should be done about things; but we 
forget it is better to trust in God than 
to put confidence in man. I have learned 
that lesson perfectly through bitter experi- 
ence. 

Many times you may think to yourself, 
“This passage does not pertain to business; it 
pertains to the spiritual world.” I know by 
actual experience it is true that the Spirit 
of God can take any promise in the whole 
Book and by His Spirit open it to the heart 
and mind, no matter what walk of life we 
follow. It is necessary to learn the secret 
of committing our ways unto the Lord and 
letting Him bring it to pass, because in no 
other way will it be brought to pass. 


Training in the Things of God 


It happens that I choose the heads of the 
departments of our organization. We never 
go outside the organization for these heads. 
We bring them up in the business. Many 
times I have thought, “There is a young 
man who can make something of himself. 
He is a promising fellow,” and forget all 
about training him in the things of the Lord, 
but it just won’t work that way. Oh, how 
many bitter disappointments when we for- 
get to take into consideration the One who 
is interested in all His children are doing. 

Recently we had a very fine young man, 
just out of college, in our department. I 
said to him, “Do you smoke?” He said, 
“No, I don’t.” “Do you drink?” He said, 
“No, I don’t.” And then I asked him, “Are 
you a Christian?” and he said, “Mr. Eavey, 
I don’t know what it is all about. I have 
been brought up in the Sunday School all 
my life, and I don’t know yet what it’s all 
about.” Some day God will save that young 
man. I believe it with all my heart. 

In these days of trouble and distress, if 
the Lord tarries, we are going to need clean 
minds and bodies to solve the problems we 
are facing. Perhaps God is training that 
young man right now. It is a serious thing 
to think of. As we were chatting, he said, 
“It is hard for me to find companions. I 
have no place to go, and I don’t want to 
drink and smoke. I don’t know of anyone 
I can associate with.” That is a terrible 
testimony to hear from young people today. 
How many heartaches would be saved if we 
could train men in the business world and 
tell them the story of the Christ on the 
cross and His death for our salvation. 
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Starting the Day Right 

I started in a different way. I said, “Lord, 
this is Your business. This day is Your 
day. I am Thy child. Now You work it 
out.” I want to say to you it works. The 
first thing when I get awake in the morning, 
about four o’clock, I get my pillow, and an 
old blanket, and I cover my head with this 
old blanket and get on my knees and talk 
to the Lord. I lay before Him the things 
of His business, and I want to say to you 
that it works. How many heartaches would 
be saved if we could just learn this lesson 
of patient waiting. 

At the end of the day, just before I go 
home from the office, I review the things 
that happened during the day. I remember 
those bitter shoals that have been avoided. 
Perhaps I wanted to buy forty or fifty cars, 
and maybe we would have taken them at a 
loss of thousands of dollars. My Father 
does look after His business—any business 
that is put into His care. He must, for He 
says He will. I had better qualify that 
statement a little because we may all think 
we can be captains over our industries, but 
we cannot. God cannot trust many people 
with much money. Their cranium gets too 
big. I have been there. God can’t trust us. 
The hardest thing in business is to get by. 
When we get too much success it doesn’t 
work. 


The Bible in Business 


There are no secrets in business or mer- 
chandising. Just go to the old Book and 
you will find any merchandising idea you 
want to find. What is the most common 
sense in business? To sell the very best 
merchandise you can at the very cheapest 
possible price. That is the first fundamental. 
And what does God say? “As ye would 
that men should do to you, do ye also to 
them likewise” (Luke 6:31). And we all 
want to buy what we can at the lowest 
price. 

Go to the Book for merchandising prin- 
ciples. God taught me that. Make Him 
the great Head of your business. There 
will be no trouble at all. Oh, what a joy 
it is at the end of the day to be able to say 
to God, “Any failures we made today, my 
Father, are not failures of the heart, but 
failures of the flesh. Wilt Thou correct them 
tomorrow?” And let me tell you, they will 
be corrected tomorrow. We make many 
mistakes, but God never lets us make the 
same mistake twice. 

It was my ambition many years ago to 
sell one million dollars worth of groceries. 
Well, I did it, but I got a bad case of the 
worst disease a Christian can get—I-]-I-I- 
I-I—that perpendicular pronoun “I.” I came 
to the place where God had to teach me 
some very serious lessons. Oh, the joy of it 
now, to let Him take care of all kinds of 
worries and conditions! May I say again, 
that it works. The thought comes to me 


over and over again, “Humble yourselves 
therefore under the mighty hand of God 

. casting all your care upon him; for 
he careth for you” (I Pet. 5:6, 7). 


God Arranges Things 


One day, as I was leaving early to take 
a train for New York, I asked the boys in 
my Bible class to pray for me, that I would 
be able to give a testimony on the train that 
day. I began to study my lesson, and for- 
got all about speaking to any one about 
the Lord. I happened to go into the wash- 
room for a drink, and there the men had 
assembled. There isn’t a question in the 
world that cannot be solved in the wash- 
room or sleeper. Each man was giving his 
experience, so I went back to my berth and 
got my Bible. God arranges things; they 
don’t just happen. He brings them to pass. 
A man was telling how we could cure our 
evils. He mentioned that he was from 
Buffalo. God had put that man there to 
start things. I said, “Do you know that 
there is a home in Buffalo where they pray 
for the food and money to run it?” That 
crowd stayed there for over an hour and a 
half while we just read out of this Book. 
One of the men had the berth opposite me. 
When he came in to go to bed, I asked, 
“Are you a Christian?” ‘No,” he replied, 
“T’m not.” “Well,” I said, “don’t you want 
to be?” The answer came, “Yes, I do.” -If 
you could have seen that young man get 
down on his knees and pray, you would 
know that you can read no book so well as 
you can read this old Book. It works. 

How many times you have heard the 
statement that you cannot be a Christian 
and stay in business. What nonsense! The 
world commends and respects and accepts 
the man that is absolutely truthful, not only 
by word of mouth, but by action, or any- 
thing else in the business world. They want 
to know, and there has never been a time 
since I have been a Christian when there 
was so great a need for a testimony by 
Christian laymen as there is today. Many 
people say to me, “We expect preachers to 
talk to us about religion.” There are some 
3,500 religions in the world, but only one 
Christ. It is the Lord Jesus Christ and His 
work on the cross. “We are not interested 
in religion,” is what they say. They want 
to hear the story of the work done for our 
salvation, and many men have been saved. 
I believe that is God’s way today. It is the 
personal touch that those of us in business 
have with those not in business. 


The Danger in Success 


You say, “My business has not succeeded. 
What is the matter with me?” Perhaps God 
cannot trust you with success. We read, 
“Love not the world, neither the things that 
are in the world. If any man love the world, 
the love of the Father is not in him. For all 
that is in the world, the lust of the flesh, and 
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the Iust of the eyes, and the pride of life, 
is not of the Father, but is of the world. 
And the world passeth away, and the lust 
thereof: but he that doeth the will of God 
abideth forever” (I John 2:15-17). I do not 
know any way to get away from God easier 
than to get a swelled head. If we are hon- 
est with ourselves we know that this is true, 
so God cannot trust us with too much suc- 
cess. 

I have a motto in my office that gives me 
an opportunity to talk to people. It reads, 
“Believe on the Lord Jesus Christ, and thou 
shalt be saved” (Acts 16:31). Rough, drink- 
ing, immoral men come into that office, but 
never yet have I heard an oath. That motto 
hangs there and everybody sees it. Men read 
it and believe it, many of them. 

One day a gentleman came in, one whom 
I had known for many years as a successful 
business man. We were discussing, “How 
you do it.” We spent three or four hours, 
and I invited him home with a special pur- 
pose in mind. At home we have what we 
call a bread box, little cards with Scripture 
texts. Before we have a meal we read the 
text, and a visitor cannot well refuse, whether 
he would like to or not. Many times this has 
opened the way to speak to men naturally 
about the Lord Jesus Christ. This man was 
much impressed also, because before the meal 
we had prayer. Then we went back to the 
office and talked some more about “how to 
do it.” When he left, he made 
this significant remark, “Our 


and when he was getting off the train, he 
said, “No man has ever spoken to me before 
like that. Do you mean to tell me there is 
nothing I need to do to be saved? Would 
you tell a lie?” I had my opportunity to 
testify, and to give him a New Testament. 
When that man stepped from the train to 
the platform, he said, “I give you my word 
as a gentleman, that I shall read that Testa- 
ment.” 

There is a vast difference between pleasure 
and fun. The world has fun, but Christians 
have pleasure and fellowship in Him. The 
world knows nothing of the pleasure which 
is to be found in Christ. If you want real 
pleasure, load yourself up with tracts and go 
to the different railroad stations in Chicago 
about two hours before your train time, and 
see what happens. 

Not long ago a young man on his way 
to Washington, was in the New York sleep- 
er, which went by way of Harrisburg. 
He had a berth over mine, and I tried 
my best to get him to change to the 
Washington sleeper, which would have been 
more direct. But the Lord had another 
purpose, as you would have realized had 
you seen him later down on his knees, praying 
as he accepted Christ as Saviour. As he 
left me, he said, “I am going to spend 
Sunday in a very different way from what 
I had planned.” I was so happy I had to 
shout, “Hallelujah!” 


A Ticket to Heaven 


Here is a story of why God had to wreck 
a train to reach one soul. When going to 
New York we take a certain train on the St. 
Louis or Cincinnati Division. The Lord had 
to wreck the Cincinnati Division and let it 
run off the track. A gentleman of Jewish 
descent got on the train at Steubenville. The 
Jews are hard to deal with some times,’ but 
they are the finest people to talk to after 
they find the Lord. I gave him a tract, “A

all the persecutions of my peo- 
ple for centuries past, and I, too, hated Him. 
I was tempted to place my finger over His 
name whenever I saw it in print, to avoid 
reading the hated name. 

Numerous people spoke to me of Christ, 
but I was always resentful and thought they 
were demented. I learned long afterward 
that these same people were praying for me. 
God was carrying forward His work of lead- 
ing me into a saving knowledge of Christ. 

My sister and I married a brother and 
sister. None of us knew the Lord, although 
each in his own way was striving to know 
about Him. We were very worldly—drink- 
ing, attending theaters, and continually using 
profanity. 

Attracted by Church Music 

It was my habit to go to the theater on 
Sunday evenings. En route, I always passed 
a certain church, from which strains of music 
floated forth to touch my sinful heart. As 
time went on, I had a longing to stop in to 
hear more of the hymns that reached my 
ears aS I passed by. Somehow they seemed 
to still the tumult within me, and they 
created a longing for something undefined. 

Finally, I tossed all objections to the 
winds, entered the church, and soon found 
myself joining in the songs. But always 
when I came to the name of Jesus Christ, 
I tried to cover it, and would pause while 
the others sang it, and then rejoin them. 

Going to the church soon replaced attend- 
ance at the theater, and worldly things be- 
gan to be distasteful to me, although they 
were not given up at once. I found myself 
disliking profanity, although I could not 
have explained the cause. 

My sister and her husband then moved to 
another city, where in a neighboring apart- 
ment lived a Hebrew Christian, who dearly 
loved his Lord and had a great burden for 
souls. He and his wife lost no time in 
speaking with my sister about their Saviour, 
but she resented their efforts and began to 
dislike them because of their testimony for 
Jesus Christ, whom she hated. 


God Deals with the Sister 

But God was dealing with her, “How un- 
searchable are his judgments, and his ways 
past finding out!” After a time, my sister 
had a paralytic stroke that affected her en- 
tire body and made speech impossible. The 
neighbor woman asked her whether she 
would like to have prayer offered for her. 
She nodded her head in the affirmative. 
The Christian friend and others retired to 
another room, and while they were still upon 
their knees, God touched my sister’s body, 
and speech returned. Later, these friends 
continued their visits, reading to her from 
the Old Testament such passages as Isaiah 
7:14; 9:6; 53. They used these prophecies 
to present to her the claims of Jesus Christ. 

After several weeks, she recognized that

the. Messiah for whom she and her people 
waited and mourned, was none other than 
Jesus Christ. She opened her heart to Him 
and was truly regenerated. She embraced 
the only true religion, that of Jesus Christ— 
the Messiah—the Son of God—Elohim Him- 
self—the Jew of all Jews. Her joy was full, 
and as the days passed, she learned to know 
Him—not just about Him. 
A Startling Experience 

She wrote me a letter telling of the won- 
derful change that had come into her life. 
I lost no time in answering, telling her she 
was old enough to know what she was 
doing, but that as for me, I was born a 
Jew and would die a Jew, and would never 
change my religion. I also said I had noth- 
ing in my heart against her, and I invited 
her to visit us. When she came we saw a 
very definite change in her. Among other 
things she refused liquor. I was surprised 
and puzzled. 

Within a few days, my sister became very 
ill. I loved her dearly, and I had the Jew’s 
fear and horror of death. Having lost hope, 
I went to her bedside. She was very weak 
and could not speak above a whisper, but 
she was humming a hymn. Singing—while 
dying! What a revelation to me! 

I said, “Carrie, is there anything I can 
do for you?” 

She whispered, “Brother, if you will get 
down on your knees beside my bed and ac- 
cept my Messiah, Jesus Christ, as your 
Saviour, God will raise me up.” 

The words were as startling as a thunder- 
bolt, but I would have done anything to 
save her life. I dropped to my knees and 
in my own feeble way offered my first 
faltering prayer. I told Him I accepted 
Him, but at that time it was not a sincere, 
whole-hearted offer. However, God heard 
and understood, and He continued His won- 
drous work. 

Within ten days, my sister was up again 
—a miracle of God. She would lay one 
hand on my wife’s shoulder, the other on 
mine, and present to us the claims of Christ 
from the Old Testament—our own Jewish 
Bible. I was not yet saved, but under such 
deep conviction that I begged her to dis- 
continue, as I could neither eat nor sleep. 
The old Jewish customs and traditions die 
hard, and it is not easy to turn from a 
background of centuries of bitter hatred for 
an alleged impostor, and at once to accept 
Him as God Himself, and to love and wor- 
ship Him as God. 


God Speaks to Me 

After about ten days of suffering the tor- 
tures of Hades, I finally reached the point 
of saying to myself, in desperation, “I must 
do something—either accept Christ, or re- 
ject Him. I cannot remain neutral.” I went 
into my room, closed the door, dropped to 
my knees, and said, “O God, the God of 
Abraham, Isaac, and Jacob, I want to know 
the truth. If Jesus Christ is Your Son and 
my Messiah, I will accept Him, but show 
me the truth!” 

Like a flash, God’s Spirit bore witness 


with my spirit, and the truth was borne 
upon me with deep conviction that Jesus 
Christ truly is the Messiah for whom every 
faithful Jew waits, and I accepted Him 
then as my Saviour from the penalty of all 
my sins. The floodgates broke, and my soul 
was released from hell! I arose shouting, 
and praising His name. The bands of sin 
had been snapped asunder, and I was born 
into the kingdom of God—one of His chil- 
dren—no longer a tool of Satan and a slave 
to sin. I was free—forever free—from the 
penalty of death, “For the wages of sin is 
death; but the gift of God is eternal life 
through Jesus Christ our Lord.” 


After Thirty-nine Years 

That was thirty-nine years ago. My wife 
saw the light soon afterward, and my joy 
was full when she accepted the Messiah. 
My sister’s husband also accepted Christ as 
his Saviour, and in June of 1899, we four 
redeemed children of God went down into 
the waters of baptism, thereby that we 
had died and arisen with Christ. 


Assurance in the Name of 
Jesus Christ 

Almost three years have passed now since 
my beloved wife and sister have passed on 
to meet their Saviour. Although I have the 
natural sorrow of losing the earthly com- 
panionship of my beloved ones, I know that 
we shall be reunited in His blessed presence, 
and shall never be parted again. We shall 
sing His praises forever, as only redeemed 
sinners can. No more is there the hopeless 
wailing of the Jew, who has no hope of ever 
seeing his loved ones again; that hopeless- 
ness has been replaced by the assurance of 
reunion. 

To the Jewish reader, let me commend 
God’s Word as follows: 

“The life of the flesh is in the blood; 
and I have given it to you upon the altar 
to make an atonement for your souls; for 
it is the blood that maketh an atonement 
for the soul” (Lev. 17:11). 

“Tt is not possible that the blood of bulls 
and of goats should take away sins” (Heb. 
10:4). 

“Almost all things are by the law purged 
with blood; and without shedding of blood 
is no remission” (Heb. 9:22). 

Read Hebrews 8-10 in the New Testament 
for clearness on this subject. 

May the God of Abraham, Isaac, and 
Jacob open the eyes of every Jew who 
earnestly seeks to know the truth. He will 
then jearn that the Messiah for whom he 
longs, is none other than the once-hated 
Christ, who came to earth over nineteen 
hundred years ago. 

Since I have found Jesus Christ to be the 
Messiah and High Priest, the Saviour who 
saves His people from their sins, I have had 
a deep abiding peace which the world can- 
not give; a joy which cannot be equaled 
and which nothing can take from me; and, 
finally, I have the unshakable assurance 
that when I am called from this earth, I 
shall spend eternity with Him who gave His 
life that I might have eternal life with Him. 
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Walking the Dizzy Heights with God |

HE genealogies of the fifth chap- 
ter of Genesis give the family rec- 
ords of the patriarchs from Adam 
to Noah. These terms are quan- 
titative until we come to Enoch, when 
there is a sudden change to qualitative 
terms. Enoch also begat sons and daugh- 
ters. Methuselah, his firstborn, lived 969 
years, as long as from the time of the Nor- 
man Conquest of England in 1066 to 2035— 
one hundred years hence. Enoch then could 
boast of more than they. He also was a 
family man. His son was more virile than 
theirs; but it was faith that was Enoch’s 
distinguishing feature. Not time, but eternity, 
was his major interest. He was a man of 
everyday affairs, with family responsibilities 
and great strength of body; but he was 
still more a man of God. Heaven was his 
home. The things of the Spirit were his 
chief concern, and after he begat Methuselah, 
he walked with God three hundred years. 


“And Enoch walked with God: and he 
was not; for God took him” (Gen. 
5:24). 

“By faith Enoch was translated that 
he should not see death; and was not 
found, because God had translated him: 
for before his translation he had this 
testimony, that he pleased God. But 
without faith it is impossible to please 
him: for he that cometh to God must 
believe that he is, and that he is a re- 
warder of them that diligently seek him” 
(Heb. 11:5, 6). 

“And Enoch also, the seventh from 
Adam, prophesied of these, saying, Be- 
hold, the Lord cometh with ten thousand 
of his saints” (Jude 14). 


Faith for Deeds of Daring 


Faith gives courage to bear ridicule. It 
took faith for Enoch to dare to be different. 
Cowardly unbelief reduces our lives to hide- 
ous uniformity. Men of faith have dared to 
face criticism and be mocked for their ac- 
ceptance of the will of God for their lives. 
The men of Noah’s day mocked him for 
obeying God in building the ark. Many a 
jest was made at his expense, yet Noah went 
on building. He dared to appear ridiculous 
in order to do the will of God, and God 
saved Noah and his house. It was by faith 
that Noah built the ark. “By faith Noah, 
being warned of God of things not seen as 
yet, moved with fear, prepared an ark to the 
saving of his house” (Heb. 11:7). Moses had 
to bear ridicule, esteeming the reproach of 
Christ greater riches than the treasures in 
Egypt: for he had respect unto the recom- 
pense of the reward” (Heb. 11:26). 

Israel at Jericho, no doubt, was the sub- 
ject of much ridicule as they marched un- 
armed around Jericho walls with the jeers 
and the taunts of the Jerichoites ringing out 
from the walls about them. By faith, how- 
ever, the walls of Jericho fell down after 
they were compassed about seven days. 
David had to bear defiant scorn from Goliath 
as he went out under a rain of cursing 
mockery, but David had faith and could 
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bear the contempt of this foe of God. “Thou 
comest to me,” said David, “with a sword, 
and with a spear, and with a shield; but I 
come to thee in the name of the Lord of 
hosts, the God of the armies of Israel, whom 
thou hast defied. This day will the Lord 
deliver thee into mine hand” (I Sam. 17:45, 
46). Faith will give us the same courage to 
go forth unto Christ without the camp, 
bearing His reproach. It enables us to for- 
sake all things for His dear name’s sake, to 
give up all self-trust, all self-chosen plans, 
all confidence in earthly resources, and to put 
our confidence in Him, resting on Him alone. 


Faith for Fellowship with God 


By faith we are accepted as God’s com- 
panions. Faith is necessary to salvation. “For 
he that cometh to God must believe that 
he is, and that he is a rewarder of them that 
diligently seek him (Heb. 11:6). Salvation is 
by grace through faith. How could God 
accept us as His walking companions if we 
do not believe what He has said? Would one 
of us accept as a walking companion one 
who constantly called in question every 
statement that we made? “He that believeth 
not God hath made him a liar” (I John 
5:10). God will not walk with those, who 
by their unbelief, keep on saying “Liar, 
liar!” Faith is essential to companionship 
with God. 

Faith is necessary also to holiness, and 
without holiness we cannot see the Lord 
nor walk with Him; for He is light, and 
“if we say that we have fellowship with 
him, and walk in darkness, we lie, and do 
not the truth” (I John 1:6). We have re- 
ceived the Lord Jesus by faith, and we 
walk with Him in the way of holiness by 
faith. Without faith it is impossible to please 
God. 


Faith for Prophetic Vision 


Faith enabled Enoch to prophesy con- 
cerning the second coming. Three thousand 
years before the first coming of Christ, he 
looked down the ages to the second coming, 
and by the prophetic spirit of God he de- 
clared to the people, “Behold, the Lord 


cometh with ten thousands of his saints.” . 


Men need faith today in order to espouse 
and declare the truth of the second coming 
of Christ. 

Many have not this faith, and they say, 
“Where is the promise of his coming? for 
since the fathers fell asleep all things con- 
tinue as they were from the beginning of 
the creation” (II Pet. 3:4). They think that 
the Lord will not intervene in the affairs of 
the universe. But “the Lord is not slack con- 
cerning his promise, as some men count 
slackness; but is longsuffering to usward, not 
willing that any should perish, but that all 
should come to repentance” (II Pet. 3:9). 

The second coming of Christ is as certain 
as His first coming that has already taken 
place; and those who believe His Word are 
looking for Him as for a guest. “Looking 
for that blessed hope, and the glorious ap- 


pearing of the great God and our Saviour 
Jesus Christ; who gave himself for us, that 
he might redeem us from all iniquity, and 
purify unto himself a peculiar people, zealous 
of good works” (Titus 2:13, 14). The out- 
standing men of faith, those who have evan- 
gelized the vast lands of darkness and sin, 
are the men who have accepted what the 
New Testament says concerning the coming 
of our Lord and Saviour Jesus Christ. “For 
yet a little while and he that shall come 
will come, and will not tarry” (Heb. 10:37). 
Enoch’s testimony and experience both alike 
proclaimed the translation of the saints. 


Faith to Keep Up with God 


It takes faith to keep up with God. Un- 
belief will grow dizzy on the heights where 
God leads. It will turn back, and walk no 
more with Him. Gideon’s host had a good 
many like this. More than two-thirds of 
them, twenty-two thousand out of thirty- 
two thousand, were men who turned back 
because they were fearful and afraid (Judg. 
7:3). When God said, Come, Enoch! let us 
walk together, Enoch might have said, I can- 
not. Instead of this, he took God at His 
word and walked with Him, rather than 
turn back through unbelief and fear. Come, 
Paul! let us walk together and gather com- 
panies of believers, found churches, build 
them up in their most holy faith; carry the 
gospel into the places where Christ hath not 
been named, going even to Rome itself, the 
most mighty, the most learned, the most 
wicked city of the day. I will! said Paul, 
and by faith he walked with God. 

Come, Luther! let us defy the power of 
Rome. Let us light the candle of the New 
Testament truth of justification by faith. 
And Luther cried, I will! Come, Carey! let 
us give the gospel to India. Come, Living- 
stone! let us give Africa the light of truth. 
And by faith they said, Yes! to God. How 
mightily God hath honored their faith. What 
hath God wrought! What hath faith 
wrought! Hudson Taylor, one Sunday morn- 
ing, while walking along the seashore at 
Brighton, England, heard the Lord say to 
him, “Hudson Taylor, I am going to evan- 
gelize inland China, and if you will walk 
with Me I will do it through you.” The 
result of Hudson Taylor’s acquiescence may 
be seen in the achievements of the China 
Inland Mission. 


The Faith of Moody and Bingham 


D. L. Moody, while walking with two 
men of God in Merrion Gardens, Dublin, 
heard one say to the other, “The modern 
world has yet to Jearn what God can do 
through a man who is wholly yielded to 
Him.” Retiring to his hotel room, Moody 
cried before God, “Let this be true of me, 
as I yield my whole being for Thy use.” 
Through Moody the world did learn what 
God can do. Come, Bingham! let us walk 
through Nigeria and evangelize those who 
sit in darkness and the shadow of death. Let 
us meet Ethiopia’s need as she stretches out 
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her hand unto God. And by faith he an- 
swered, Yes, Lord. He kept up with God, 
and the men and women of the Sudan In- 
terior Mission are walking by faith, not by 
sight, and God, the unseen, eternal God, is 
their refuge and their exceeding great re- 
ward. 

These obedient ones had other distinguish- 
ing features, but faith was the chief charac- 
teristic that set them apart from ordinary 
men. Faith enabled them to walk. Walking 
is not a spasmodic thing. Walking by faith 
means that faith is the general trend and 
attitude and tendency of the life. Ecstasy 
enables us to fly. Enthusiasm makes us run. 
Faith alone gives us endurance to walk in 


constant acceptance of the will of God for 
our lives. 

The walk of faith ends in sight. It gives 
us assurance on the way. As we obey Him 
we prove that we have passed from death 
unto life. Faith enables us to see our sins 
crucified by His cross. It keeps before us 
the goal and objective of our walk. Then 
at Jast it delivers us from the hindrances 
to perfect fellowship. It transforms us and 
translates us, and we see Him who is in- 
visible, and shout, “O death, where is thy 
sting? O grave, where is thy victory?... 
Thanks be to God, which giveth us the vic- 
tory through our Lord Jesus Christ” (I Cor. 
15255, 57):

CHRISTIAN APOLOGETICS 


The Christian apologist is needed in this 
day when modernism is lifting its head as 
never before to strike at the very vitals of 
Christianity. Paul says in Philippians 1:17 
that he is set for the defense of the gospel. 
The word “set” is from xeiuac (keimai), 
which means in this context “appointed.” 
The word “defense” is from dzodoyiav 
(apologian), which means “a verbal defense, 
a speech in defense.” This word in turn finds 
its source in amodoyéouar (apologeomai), 
which was a term used in the Greek law 
courts. It means literally, “to talk one’s self 
off from a charge preferred against one.” It 
is found in the papyri in the expression “to 
meet a charge against him, and make his 
defense.” 

Each child of God is exhorted to be 
always ready (I Pet. 3:15) to meet the 
charges preferred by modernism against the 
Bible, and to present a defense for the 
divine source of the Scriptures. The word 
“answer” is from this same word. But this 
defense must consist of pure logic. The word 
“reason” is from Adyos (logos). Our word 
“logic” is a transliteration. 

Thus a verbal defense of the Scriptures, 
proving by pure logic that the Bible is the 
Word of God, and a refutation of the 
charges which modernism prefers against it, 
constitute part of the duty of every Chris- 
tian preacher and teacher, and as occasion 
demands, also the duty of every Christian. 
We must use the sword as well as the trowel. 
The flock must be warned against the in- 
roads of the wolves, of which Paul speaks 
in his farewell message to the Ephesian 
elders. But while we are to obey this exhor- 
tation, as Peter tells us, at the same time we 
are also to set the Lord Jesus apart as Lord 
of our lives, displaying the virtues of meek- 
ness and godly fear, having a good conscience 
before God. 


THE NOBLE AND THE BASE 

The word “noble” in I Corinthians 1:26 is 
from ebyerns (eugenés), from which we get 
our word “eugenic.” It referred to the nobil- 
ity, to those born into families of high social 
position. It is found in such expressions as 
“your lordship.” It does not mean “noble” in 
the sense of the good and the true and the 
beautiful, for the root is from a word which 
means “to give birth to.” It has to do with 
family position. The Roman emperors were 
ebyevns no matter how wicked they were. 
The word “base” is from dayevns (agenés) 
and is the direct opposite in meaning. It 
means, “not of the nobility, not born into a 
family high in the social scale.” It does not 
include in its meaning what the word “base” 
means today. Not many of this world’s no- 
bility are saved. Only those who are willing 
to cast their earthly crowns at the feet of 
Jesus, are found among the saints of God. 
The great host of the redeemed are “base” 
ones, coming from the common, ordinary 
stock, those who have no crowns and who 
gladly kneel before the King of kings and 
Lord of lords. And yet there is room in 
God’s great heart for both. 
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THE IMPORTANCE OF CORRECT 
SPEECH IN CHRISTIAN SERVICE*

I have been asked to speak on the subject, 
“The Importance of Correct Speech in 
Christian Service.” There are, of course, 
other things more essential. Unless one is 
surrendered to God and filled with the Holy 
Spirit, his speech will accomplish little, even 
though it be faultless and forceful. “Though 
I speak with the tongues of men and of 
angels and have not love, I am become 
as sounding brass, or a tinkling cymbal” 
(I Cor. 13:1). 

Yet correct speech is really important. 
How much we can learn from a person’s 
speech! We can tell what country he is 
from, or what section of the United States, 
and with what class of people he has as- 
sociated. “Thy speech betrayeth thee,” said 
one to Peter. He could not conceal the fact 
that he was a follower of Jesus. Can you? 
Not if you have been much in His company. 

Correct speech is important for several 
reasons: 

First, because the educated classes need 
salvation just as much as the ignorant. Es- 
pecially in the present day, culture and high- 
er education are denying the Bible. Persons 
of this class are being led to suppose that 
only the unlearned still believe it. Will 
they not be confirmed in this belief if those 
who preach the Word use language that 
seems to mark them as ignorant and unre- 
fined? Will the educated classes not be re- 
pelled by such preaching rather than won 
for Christ? I could give instances of this 
very thing did time permit. Who then is 
to reach the “up-and-outs”? I recently 
heard a Christian professor in a college say 
that out of a class of six hundred at Yale, 
only two remained Christians. Think of 
the thousands of young people being grad- 
uated from our colleges, so many of them 
with their faith shattered, their hope gone. 
Who is to reach them? 

Second, because the 
should diffuse the fragrance of Christ. Cor- 
rect speech is a mark of refinement. Surely 
Jesus as a man was the most refined of 
men—a perfect gentleman. Can you imagine 
Jesus speaking in the ordinary language of 
the street? It is noticeable that those who 
are born into the heavenly family immedi- 
ately begin to take on that refinement of 
Christ. As soon as the heart is cleansed, 

the naked savage clothes himself; the filthy 
becomes clean; and shall the lips continue to 
pour forth words which savor of the old 
unclean life and of the ungodly world? 
Incorrect speech is lawlessness. It is the 
result of utter disregard of the laws of the 
language. Small wonder that in this law- 
less age it should be increasing. Yet Christ 
is the opposite of lawlessness. How unbe- 
coming then is incorrect speech from the 
lips of a Christian.

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Third, because the nature of the message 
he is to convey requires it. Did you ever 
see a fine painting, the work of one of the 
masters, placed in a cheap, gaudy frame? 
Of course not. Artists know that such a 
setting would cheapen the picture and de- 
tract from its beauty and glory. How then 
should a heavenly message—beautiful, noble, 
spiritual thoughts derived from God Himself 
—be clothed in words that are the ordinary 
language of an ungodly world? Surely 
such a setting would cheapen and weaken 
the message. No, a heavenly message should 
be clothed in language befitting a citizen of 
the heavenly city. 

Fourth, because the dignity of the Chris- 
tian’s position demands it. Remember, “We 
are ambassadors for Christ” (II Cor. 5:20). 
If you were to be sent as ambassador to 
England to represent the United States gov- 
ernment, snould you not feel that you must 
be able to speak not only correctly, but 
clearly and forcefully? How much more 
when you represent the King of Kings and 
Lord of Lords! Would it not be an insult 
to the government you represent if your 
speech should suggest the ignorant, the 
coarse, and the vulgar? Certainly the dig- 
nity of your position as an ambassador for 
the heavenly country requires the utmost 
care that the words that fall from your lips 
shall not be an insult to your King. 

Scripture says of the Lord Jesus that men 
“wondered at the gracious words that pro- 
ceeded out of his mouth.” May this be 
true of each of us as His representatives. 
May our words be gracious, not only because 
of the message of grace which they convey, 
but also because of the beauty of the lan- 
guage in which that message is expressed.

SOUL-WINNING IN THE SUNDAY 
SCHOOL

As teacher of a Sunday School class of 
college students, I feel a great responsibility 
to make clear to them the way of salvation. 
I teach from the expository method rather 
than along discussion lines. So often dis- 
cussion goes off on a tangent and becomes 
argumentative. I turn the subject when I 
can, into a personal channel, emphasizing 
the sin of the individual and his need of a 
Saviour. I watch for reactions and when I 
see that one is deeply interested or under 
conviction, I ask him to remain after the 
class is dismissed. 

Coming directly to the point, I ask if he 
is a Christian. He says, “I hope so,” or 
“I am trying to be.” “Are you trying to 
be the son of your mother?” I ask. He 
answers, “No, I am not trying to be, I am.” 
Then I ask if he would not like to say with 
the same assurance, “I am a son of God,” 
to which he invariably replies, ‘Yes.” 

Then I explain the entire plan of salvation, 
beginning with Adam and Eve who vainly 
tried to cover their own guilt with fig leaves. 
God, not being satisfied with their offering, 





made them presentable in His sight, by 
clothing them with coats of skins» The 
skins necessitated the killing of an innocent 
creature. It comes as a surprise to almost 
everyone that God’s plan began at such an 
early date to unfold itself, for we have here 
the forerunner of the innocent One who shed 
His blood on Calvary four thousand years 
later, that the sins of the world might be 
covered. 
Not Trying but Trusting 

Our salvation today consists in believing 
that the One who hung on the cross was the 
Son of God, and that His shed blood is the 
only remedy for sin. We believe this because 
God states it as a fact. Christ said that He 
would take our iniquities upon Himself on 
the cross and become sin for us. We must 
co-operate by allowing Him to do so. We 
accept Him as our Saviour when we become 
willing for Him to take our sins upon Him- 
self, and when we believe, with the heart, 
His statement that His shed blood is ade- 
quate to wash away our sins. We do not 
know how or why, but He says it is true. 

“But as many as received him, to them 
gave he power to become the sons of God, 
even to them that believe on his name” 
(John 1:12). “Do you receive or accept Him 
as your sin-bearer?” I ask, and when the 
pupil finally says, “Yes,” I ask, “Does this 
not then make you a son of God, according 
to His promise?” 

Sometimes we must go over this several 
times before it becomes clear to him. Then 
I ask if he is saved. Often he will continue 
to say, “I think so.” “He that believeth on 
the Son hath everlasting life’ (John 3:36), 
I quote, and, “Believe on the Lord Jesus 
Christ, and thou shalt be saved” (Acts 
16:31). Finally he sees how simple it is, and 
says with assurance, “Yes, I am saved. I 
have accepted Christ as my sin-bearer. I 
have met God’s requirements, and I now am 
a son of God. I know it because God says 
so, and He would not mislead me.” 

We then pray together, and the young 
man or woman leaves with a promise verb- 
ally to confess Christ as Saviour to some 
relative or friend. 

Our talks are always private, often run- 
ning through the entire church hour. I feel 
confident that the Holy Spirit has truly 
transformed many of these young lives and 
has blessed this simple method of soul-win- 
ning as part of the work of the Sunday 
School.

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THE ODYSSEY OF A GOSPEL SHIP 

Captain Ellis P. Skolfield was in com- 
mand of a destroyer in the United States 
navy, and headed for promotion and a bril- 
liant official career. Then the Lord Jesus 
Christ met him, and all was changed. When 
he decided to resign from the navy and en- 
ter Christian work the government was ut- 
terly dumbfounded. So beyond the com- 
prehension of Washington officials was such 
behavior that they asked two psychiatrists 
to look the captain over! How true is the 
Scripture, that “they think it strange that 
ye run not with them.” Now the captain 
is sailing the far eastern seas in a little craft 
dedicated to our Lord and Master. A 
résumé of this unusual ministry is 
printed in a small folder issued by 
the Association of Baptists for 
Evangelism in the Orient, from 
which we quote: 

“The gospel ship’s function is to 
heal and to save. It is probable 
that this little craft has accom- 
plished more of permanent value 
in the fifty years of its service than 
all the navies of the world. She 
began her career in Japan under 
the able command of Captain 
Bickel, plying the waters of the 
famous Inland Sea. The results of 
that ministry, even after so many 
years, is evidenced by the large 
number of churches still in exist- 
ence. 


Transferred to Philippines 

“The gospel ship was brought 
irom Japan to the Philippine 
Islands in 1932. Our Association had just 
taken over the large province of Palawan, 
and felt the need of a mobile unit with which 
to visit the many islands of this province. 
At that time Palawan was considered the 
most backward and inaccessible of all the 
islands of the Philippines, and outside of 
the Culion Leper Colony, there was not one 
full-time Christian worker. Today we have 
seven missionaries assigned there, twelve na- 
tive workers trained in our Bible institutes, 
fourteen organized churches with buildings, 
and more than one thousand baptized be- 
lievers. Last year more than three hundred 
were added to the church membership. In 
Cuyo, headquarters of the Palawan work, 
we have a combined Bible and vocational 
school with fifty students enrolled. In the 
evening a Chinese Bible class convenes. Now 
this great province, which stretches nearly 
four hundred miles from northeast to south- 
west, has a witness in every municipality. 
The pastors are experienced and well trained. 
The churches are small numerically, but 
strong in faith. 


Method of Work 
“The gospel ship carries a crew of about 
ten men. We usually carry a doctor and a 
dentist, and give medical treatment to all 
who come to us, never making a charge for 
services rendered and for medicine used. 
Some years we have treated as many as 
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eight thousand patients. On approaching a 
town we anchor the ship as near the beach 
as the water permits. Then we go ashore 
to meet the head man. After explaining our 
mission, he usually assigns a room in the 
school house or in the municipal building 
for our clinic and services, and then he sends 
a policeman about the town to inform the 
people of our arrival. Almost before we 
have time to set up our medical unit the 
people begin to gather, first by ones and 
twos, and then in great numbers, for such 
news travels quickly and the people are al- 
ways eager. Perhaps three or four hun- 
dred will arrive and will sit down together 
patiently under the cocoanut trees to listen

to what we have to say, or wait their turn 
with the doctor or dentist. This affords us 
an opportunity to explain as simply as pos- 
sible the way of salvation. Only rarely do 
we attempt to preach a formal sermon. 
Sometimes these services last for many hours, 
and are continued from day to day until 
a number have accepted the Lord and are 
ready to confess Him by baptism. In large 
towns we have sometimes stopped for a 
month or more, and have not left until a 
small chapel has been erected and a native 
pastor placed in charge. 


Expansion Ahead 

“A permanent work having now been 
established in Palawan, we are turning our 
eyes toward the island world farther south, 
where there are millions of souls still wait- 
ing for the message of life. Look at the 
map of the Dutch East Indies, an island 
empire larger than America, with a popu- 
lation of more than sixty million souls! The 
logical field for the expansion of the work of 
the gospel ship is in this direction, working 
off the beaten track where others cannot go. 
The Dutch government, though reputedly 
unfavorable to the entrance of non-Dutch 
societies, will look with favor upon the en- 
trance of the gospel ship into these waters. 
The Lord seems to be leading particularly to 
the island of New Guinea, the largest island 
in the world outside of Greenland, and one 


of the most neglected mission fields in the 
world. This island is larger than thé com- 
bined area of all the Philippines. It is im- 
possible to even guess the population of New 
Guinea. Only this past year aeroplane 
flights into the interior in search of gold 
have resulted in the discovery of many wild 
mountain tribes hitherto entirely unknown. 
Some work has been done on the coasts of 
New Guinea, particularly in the eastern or 
British section, but the greater portion of 
the island is absolutely untouched. What 
a challenge to the missionary to know that 
no man has ever yet preached Christ to 
these wild people! If men dare go among 
them in search of gold, how much more 
should we seek to save their souls! 

“We need both workers and 
funds for this great task, but more 
than anything else we need a vol- 
ume of prayer for the safekeeping 
of the ship and its personnel. We 
want the Lord to be at the helm. 
Will you be a prayer partner for 
this unit of the Lord’s navy carry- 
ing the gospel to the lost with His 
flag at the masthead ?” 





A CUBAN COMMUNIST 
FINDS CHRIST 
The _ following extraordinary 
story of the experiences of a vio- 
lent communist, Alejandro Mar- 
quez, is condensed from The De- 
fender: 


“One day as I was walking along 
in Havana my attention was at- 
tracted by a large tent. So that 
evening, having noticed a sign that admis- 
sion was free, I went to see what I sup- 
posed would be a show or circus. But to 
my surprise, there were no animals or clowns 
or other performers. The platform was in 
the shape of a pulpit on which these words 
were printed: ‘Jesus Christ the same yes- 
terday, and today, and for ever.’ I thought, 
‘How can that be—Jesus who died over 
nineteen hundred years ago the same Jesus 
Christ today!’ It was all new to me. Truly 
these people must be crazy! (Tent meet- 
ing conducted by Arthur E. L. Pain, of the 
Cuba Evangelization Association.) 


Violent Reaction 

“T knew well the motto of communism, 
that ‘Religion is Opium to the People.’ Sud- 
denly my soul flamed with desire to combat 
the religious activities carried on in the gos- 
pel tent. So, a few days later, I filled sev- 
eral bottles with gasoline, ignited the wicks 
and threw them on the tent; but to my sur- 
prise, every one of them went out before 
reaching the canvas. 

“On another occasion I threw a flaming 
bottle, and it hit one of the center poles, 
falling in a chair just beside my own mother. 
When I reached home that night, my mother 
said, ‘Son, someone almost killed me this 
evening. Someone threw a bomb and it 
fell within four or five inches of my head; 
what sorrow that we have people in our 
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country who would do such things.’ My 
blood became hot and I was greatly vexed 
that this communistic act against religion 
had almost killed my own mother. 


Attempts Assassination 

“J was determined to get the preacher 
out of the pulpit and use the tent for mak- 
ing communistic speeches. I took eighteen 
of my choicest and most confidential com- 
munist comrades and we swooped down 
upon the place heavily armed. Rev. Arthur 
E. L. Pain was preaching, and mentioned 
in his message that there was a place in the 
world that Christians were not welcome. I 
knew he was referring to Russia, the coun- 
try that I truly worshiped. So without an- 
other thought I pulled my revolver and fired 
six shots at Mr. Pain as he stood in the 
pulpit. 1 was a crack shot with the pistol, 
and only a short distance from Mr. Pain, 
but for some reason my aim was unsteady 
and I missed him. 


More Desperate Measures 

“Then I set out to make a plan by which 
I could entirely destroy both the tent and 
all the Christians who worshiped there. 
With my comrades, in an isolated place, I 
worked for many hours making a sixteen- 
pound bomb for use that night to blast the 
whole place to pieces. Taking with me two 
of my most trusted comrades, the three of 
us carefully made our way through the 
streets to the tent. The place was already 
crowded, so we had to pay some boys in 
order to get seats in the center of the tent. 

“T took off my coat and hung it over the 
chair in front of me to hide my bomb from 
the people. It was a chemical time-bomb so 
large and powerful that it could destroy a 
four- or five-story building; but just as I 
was adjusting the infernal machine, I passed 
through the strangest experience of my life. 
My mind went blank; I became entirely 
dazed; I fell over completely unconscious. 
My comrades quickly carried away the bomb 
to a vacant lot and dismantled it before an 
explosion could occur. 


God Steps In 

“Running back to heap vengeance on me 
for being such a coward, they were greatly 
surprised to find me laid out on the ground, 
unconscious, a green foam pouring from my 
mouth; my lips and fingernails turned blue; 
my eyes turned backward in my head; my 
pulse almost entirely ceased. 

“Mr. Pain said to the audience, ‘The only 
thing that can be done to save this man’s 
life is that we all, both believers and unbe- 
lievers, shall humble ourselves in reverence 
to God, and those who can pray join with 
me in praying.’ This they did, and then 
sang a hymn. As I regained consciousness 
the first thing I heard was the strains of 
the old hymn ‘There is Power in the Blood 
of the Lamb.’ They kept singing and trust- 
ing God. The words of that hymn, ‘Power 
in the Blood,’ gripped me to such an ex- 
tent that for the first time in my life I actu- 
ally cried. I wept so bitterly that I could 
scarcely sit in a seat. And that night the 
words of Jesus to Nicodemus, ‘Ye must be 
born again,’ became a reality in my life. 

“Today, I thank God for my precious 
mother, who has the peace and joy of know- 
ing that her son is saved by the blood of 
the Lamb. I no longer cause the mission- 
aries distress, fearing my treacherous deeds; 
but I am finding unspeakable joy in labor-

HE DID NOT DIE! 

A conversation with a Moslem teacher, re- 
lated by Miss Spearman: 

“Do you believe that Jesus (peace be 
upon Him) is coming again?’ I started at 
the question as it was put to me by my 
Mohammedan Urdu teacher in the course 
of our lesson. It was asked in Urdu, appar- 
ently to test my knowledge of the language, 
but I could see by the gleam of interest in 
his dark eyes that he really wanted to know. 
When I answered in the affirmative, he said, 
with a smile, ‘That is our belief, too.’ 


“Then he questioned further, ‘Do you be- 
lieve that Jesus (peace be upon Him) is 
alive now, and did He ever die ?’—still asked 
in Urdu but still with that intense interest. 
I told him that the Lord was certainly alive, 
but that He died for our sins. 

“Then he dropped his Urdu (my four 
weeks’ learning wasn’t.sufficient to make this 
important subject interesting enough). ‘But 
how could God’s prophet die? That was 
impossible! We believe in Jesus Christ 
(peace be upon Him) in His virgin birth, 
His holy life; we believe He was a won- 
derful prophet, and we must not even men- 
tion His name without saying “Peace be 
upon Him” as a sign of respect, but He did 
not die.

He prays five 
times a day with his face towards Mecca; 
he fasts for the thirty days of Ramazan; 
he is young, educated, immaculate. As I 
looked at him, I realized once again the 
tremendous task of evangelizing Islam. 

“So much of our own Bible in the Koran, 
but so much error and ‘Jesus—Peace be upon 
Him—He never died.’ They deny the basis 
of our precious faith and are prepared to 
seal the denial with their blood. Pray for 
my teacher and for all such as he. Only 
the Holy Spirit of God can move hearts of 
stone and turn them from the darkness of 
Islam to the light of the knowledge of the 
Lord Jesus Christ—He who was crucified, 
risen and glorified.’—Darkness and Light. 





THE HAND OF JAPAN IN KOREA 

The story of Japan’s dealings with con- 
quered Korea is filled with inhuman cruelties, 
written in blood. The revival of govern- 
ment-sponsored Shintoism throughout all 
Japanese controlled territories has given rise 
to a renewal of antichristian terrorism in 
Korea, about which much has been heard 
in recent months. Censorship of mail has 
made it difficult for missionaries to write 
freely to their friends in the homeland. Those 
who have come home on furlough, and have 
ventured to tell the actual facts openly and 
publicly, will find it inadvisable to attempt 
to return to Korea. The following excerpt 
from a letter just to hand from Pyengyang 
indicates that the situation is becoming more 
tense and difficult: 


to those less fortunate. That influence will 
continue during the coming years. The work 
has been done to the glory of God.” (The 
college mentioned above is the institution 
of which Dr. George S. McCune was presi- 
dent for many years.

ARAB-JEWISH COMPROMISE 

A compromise has been reached in negotia- 
tions between Jewish and Arab leaders. The 
negotiations were said to have been started 
by Nuri Pasha as-Said, former premier of 
Iraq, and Dr. Chaim Weizmann, Zionist 
leader. The compromise was said to have 
been approved by Haj Amin el Husseini, 
former Mufti of Jerusalem and president of 
the Moslem Supreme Council, who is an 
exile in Lebanon. According to Falastin, the 
leading Arabic newspaper in Palestine, the 
terms of the agreement are: 

First—The Jewish population of Palestine 
will be 35 per cent of the Arabs. 

Second—A land law will be enacted by 
which, in disposing of lands, every Arab must 
retain at least ten dunams (a dunam is .227 
acres) in the plains and fifty dunams in 
hilly regions. 

Third—Syria and Iraq must be willing 
to accept Jewish immigrants. 

Fourth—A legislative council will be es- 
tablished with proportional representation 
for Arabs and Jews. 

Fifth—The Moslem Supreme Council must 
remain a religious institution, not partici- 
pating in politics. 

Sixth—Haj Amin el Husseini to return to 
Palestine as president of the Moslem Su- 
preme Council on the condition that he does 
not interfere in politics. 

Seventh—The high commissioner, Lieut. 
General Sir Arthur Grenfell Wauchope, to 
remain in Palestine until the agreement is 
carried out.—Jewish Missionary Magazine. 





“Most of you know the difficult situation 
regarding our educational work. The gov- 
ernment has become increasingly insistent in 
its demands regarding attendance at the 
shrine, and obeying orders for participation 
in ceremonies and parades, whether on Sun- 
days or other days. Though we are a pri- 
vate school we are given no choice regard- 
ing attendance. Because our mission, as a 
whole, feels that we cannot give a consistent 
Christian testimony and at the same time 
conform to many of these requirements, the 
decision was made two years ago that we 
withdraw from secular educational work. 
The matter of closing down is very difficult. 
The government has not yet given us official 
notification as to its intentions, but the news- 
papers report that the government expects 
to take over our present academy and make 
it a provincial middle school, and also pro- 
mote the development of a new private 
technical college in place of our Christian 
college. They will also close our girls’ 
academy, transferring the students to the 
government school. Though it is exceedingly 
sad to see our fine school close, we can praise 
God for the great success that has been 
achieved by this institution in bringing light, 
knowledge and freedom to the women of 
Korea, and for the trained Christian leader- 
ship that has gone out from this center, to

juvenile criminality is an 
inevitable consequence of the disparagement 
of accepted ideals and restraints and of indi- 
vidual rights and responsibilities which has 
been indulged in this period of confusion.

SUNDAY SCHOOLS IN EUROPE 


Sunday School news is always interesting 
and significant. In Finland the centennial 
of the establishment of the Sunday School 
was observed in 1932, but since that time it 
has been learned from some old congrega- 
tional records that the Sunday School in Fin- 
land was first started in 1700, three-quarters 
of a century before Robert Raikes organized 
the movement in England. Today there are 
25,000 Sunday School teachers in Finland 
who attend a teacher training school for a 
week or ten days each year. In Sweden 
375,000 of a possible 727,000 children regu- 
larly attend the Sunday Schools. It must 
be remembered that in addition to this train- 
ing they regularly receive religious instruc- 
tion in the public schools. In Norway there 
are 2,789 Sunday Schools, 183,022 pupils, and 
11,315 teachers, and although attendance at 
the public schools has decreased by 15,000 
during the past decade, Sunday School at- 
tendance has increased by 20,000.—Mission- 
aeren, 





THE MOVIE AND THE 
‘““CHRISTIAN”’ 

The Committee of Child Welfare of the 
League of Nations analyzed two hundred 
and fifty American films and found in them: 
97 murders, 51 cases of adultery, 19 seduc- 
tions, 22 abductions, 45 suicides. Of the 
characters in these 250 films there were: 176 
thieves, 25 prostitutes, 35 drunkards. 

Also, the Chicago Censorship Board some 
time ago eliminated from 788 pictures: 1,811 
scenes of assault with guns with intent to 
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kill, 175 scenes of assault with knives, 231 
scenes of hanging, 757 scenes of attacks on 
women for immoral purposes, 929 scenes of 
nudity and semi-nudity, 21 scenes of jail- 
breaking. 

It is estimated that 115,000,000 people at- 
tend the movies every week. Among these 
addicts of this “school of crime” are millions 
of church members. With those who are not 
members of the church, they send their chil- 
dren for instruction in these “schools.”— 
Covenanter Witness.

“For Christ and His Kingdom” 
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It is a student church. The members are 
those students who have brought their let- 
ters from their home churches or have joined 
on confession of their faith. The officers, 
boards, choir, and organist are students. 
Faculty and townspeople do not belong, but 
attend occasionally as visitors. The faculty 
remain in their own churches where they are 
members and in many cases officers. 

It is a college church, being organically a 
part of the college, as is any department or 
student activity. It is established as a fully 
organized and recognized church of one of 
the great denominations. Under that de- 
nomination it carries full authority and re- 
sponsibility for all functions of a church and 
for the missionary and welfare work through- 
out the world. The student entering college 
and becoming a member carries on with full 
and with even greater responsibility the 
duties and privileges to which he has been 
accustomed in his home church. 

The church is responsible for all religious 
activities of the campus, carries on mission 
work in nearby communities, assists the poor 
and unemployed in the town of Washing- 
ton, conducts a foreign mission project in 
West Africa under Dr. William C. Johnston, 
a distinguished alumnus of the class of 1892. 
It has its own budget, sustained by the con- 
tributions of its members. Through speak- 
ers, services, and other activities, it presents 
to the campus the evangelical message of 
the-Church of Christ —Bulletin. 





CHRISTIAN LOVE DESPITE WAR 

The National Christian Council of Japan, 
at its recent annual meeting in Tokyo, took 
action that probably is without a parallel in 
the midst of war conditions in any country, 
Christian or pagan. It was voted to send a 
message of gratitude and greeting to a simi- 
lar organization in China. It expressed the 
hope that the mutual friendship pledged by 
their societies last year shall continue. “We 
grieve with a grief so deep that we find it 
impossible to give it full expression, that this 
cruel war still exists.” It was voted to launch 
a campaign for funds to send a medical unit, 
physician, nurses and medical supplies to 
North China to minister to the Chinese re- 
fugees whose farms and homes have been 
devastated. Realizing the danger and the dif- 
ficulty of the step they are taking, the mem- 
bers voted to hold an all-Japan Christian 
conference in the autumn for the purpose of 
formulating a united advance among the 
Christians of Japan.—Religious News Service. 





THE INCONSISTENT FEDERAL 
COUNCIL 


At the beginning of this century a Federal. 


Council was organized. The first plan for 
this organization was that it should include 
Churches which believe in “Jesus Christ, the 
Son of God, our Lord and Saviour.” This 
was regarded as too definite an implication 
of the Trinitarian conception of God; hence, 
to please the “liberals” in the evangelical 
Churches the formula was changed to “Jesus 
Christ, the divine Lord and Saviour.” 

In the official statements in the year book 
and bulletins the word divine is written with 
a little “d”; but when the secretary wishes 
to secure the allegiance of a supposedly con- 
servative denomination he writes it with a 
capital “D.” The official statement could be 
accepted by most Unitarians. When the sec- 
retary of the Federal Council, then, states 


. that he is excluding the Unitarians, he means 


the Unitarian denomination. By that state- 
ment he pays a tribute to the robustness of 
the evangelical faith of our fathers who ex- 
cluded the Unitarian “liberals” of their day. 
But in the light of the sermons which Dr. 
Fosdick has preached over the Federal Coun- 
cil’s national vespers the secretary’s statement 
is a confession of the decadence of evangel- 
ical, faith today, and an assumption that his 
readers are ignorant of the Unitarian ,char- 
acter of current “liberalism.” Indeed, the sec- 
retary’s announcement is an acknowledgment 
that in an association of Christian denomina- 
tions Unitarianism ought to be excluded. 

Let the Federal Council act accordingly, 
place itself on a definitely evangelical basis, 
separate itself from current Unitarian “lib- 
erals,” devote itself to the Church’s God- 
given task, and those who are opposing will 
be delighted to support it—Dr. Robinson, in 
Christian Observer.

THE TREASURIES OF SNOW 
AND HAIL 
T.E.P., Cincinnati, Ohio 

Question: What is the meaning of Job 
38:22, 23? Do their “secrets” and the ref- 
erence to the day of war and battle, have 
any fulfillment in the discovery of TNT? 


Answer: In the first place, the word 
“secrets” is neither the correct quotation nor 
translation. Either “treasuries” or ‘“store- 
houses” is better, and the meaning seems to 
be that in times of trouble, such as the day 
of battle or of war, the snow and the hail 
are resources at the disposal of God. He 
has sometimes used them (see Exod. 9:18; 
Josh. 10:11; Ps. 18:12,13). 





GIVING TO PROPER OBJECTS 
B.M.M., Columbus, Ohio 

Question: Since so many people are 
willing to help the poor, but who give 
nothing toward the spread of the gospel, I 
have been giving most largely to institu- 
tions which are endeavoring to obey the 
last command of Christ (Matt. 28: 19, 20). 
Is this right? 

Answer: Such has been our own prac- 
tice, and we believe it is the right one. The 
local church perhaps comes first, providing 
it is loyal to the Word and has the mis- 
sionary vision. Such causes as you mention, 
for example the Million Testaments Cam- 
paign, the Moody Bible Institute, the Col- 
portage Association, and similar organiza- 
tions, not only are doing aggressive evangel- 
ism, but are wholly dependent upon the 
gifts of individual Christians for carrying 
on their great work. 





SATISFYING WATER AND FOOD 
D.J.M., Morrison, Hampton, P.EI. 

Questions: (1) What is the meaning of 
John 4:11? (2) Also of verse 32? 

Answers: (1) Jesus is here doing what 
we call personal work. The woman had 
come for water. Jesus requested a drink. 
Verse 11 is in response to verse 10 in which 
Jesus had mentioned the “gift of God” and 
the “living water.” The woman was mysti- 
fied, but her desire was aroused (vv. 11, 12). 
Jesus followed up her inquiries with fuller 
light concerning the water of life which He 
could give her (vv. 13, 14). Now she 
really craved and asked for the soul-satisfy- 
ing water (v. 15), but she had not yet 
fully realized her need. Then Jesus con- 
victed her of her sin and revealed Himself 
to her as the Messiah (v. 16-26). Evidently 
she accepted this personal revelation, and 
hastened back to the city of Sychar to bear 
witness of Jesus. (2). This statement was 
made by Christ to His disciples who had 
urged Him to eat (v. 31). They were 
mystified by it. So Jesus explained to them 
that He referred to spiritual food. He 
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needed food for the body, but doing the will 
of God was more satisfying to Him than 
mere physical food. Necessary as the latter 
may be, it gives only a momentary satis- 
faction, while he who does the will of God, 
will himself abide forever (I John 2:17). 





THE INNUMERABLE MULTITUDE 


E.W.F., Pavilion, N.Y. 

Question: Who will compose the in- 
numerable multitude of Revelation 7:9-15? 

Answer: This company of the saved is 
mentioned only here. It has no reference 
to those who have suffered persecution for 
Christ’s sake during the centuries which 
have come and gone since the return of 
Christ to heaven. This victorious multitude 
will have lived at one specific period in the 
world’s history, namely, the brief period of 
the Great Tribulation (Matt. 24:21-30). 
Probably they are those who suffer but who 
do not become martyrs, being represented by 
the wheat, “sons of the kingdom,” of Matt- 
hew 13:37-43. They may also be represent- 
ed by the sheep of Matthew 25:34.

To- 
day the Jews have largely forgotten their 
own God, but when they as the saved rem- 
nant return to God, He will have mercy up- 
on them and exalt their nation above all the 
nations upon the earth. Then no man in 
all the world will be so popular as the now 
despised Jew. 





OBEYING THE POWERS

Question: Is it true that the powers 
that be are ordained of God? What would 
you do if you were living today in Spain, 
or Japan, or Ethiopia? 

Answer: Romans 13:1 is still true. This 
does not mean that human governments 
are always right. Whenever the issue is 
raised as to whether we should obey God 
or man, the Christian much choose the 
former (Acts 4:19, 20). It may mean 
martyrdom, but this is not to be shirked. 
The question as to where one lives has 
nothing to do with it. The martyr spirit is 
in evidence today both in Russia and in 
Germany, and the opportunity to be a mar- 
tyr may arise in any country. 





DRYING UP THE EUPHRATES 
W.A.S., Massina, N.Y. 

Question: Has the drying up of the 
Euphrates already begun? What does it 
mean? 

Answer: The prophecy of this event is 
contained in Revelation 16:12. It is the re- 
sult of the pouring out of the sixth vial, or 
bowl, of the wrath of God upon that great 
river Euphrates. We believe that this event 
is to be taken literally. Why not? Just 
as the ten plagues in Exodus were literal 
and afflicted the land of Egypt, so these 
bowls of wrath will be literal, but will af- 
fect the entire earth. The drying up of the 
Euphrates no doubt will be one result of 
the increased intensity of the heat of the 
sun and consequent drought caused by the 
bowl of the fourth angel (16:8, 9). That 
this condition of the Great River (nearly 
2,000 miles long) will be literal is also proved 
by the fact that it will follow the pouring 
out of the fifth vial upon the throne of the 
Beast (vv. 10, 11). The Beast will not 
reign before the consummation of the present 
age draws nigh.

remnant not also flee into the wilderness? 

Answer: The remnant is the spiritual 
seed of Israel, or the Gentiles who have be- 
lieved the testimony of the Jews during the 
last three and a half years (v. 14) of the 
Great Tribulation. This remnant is not the 
Church, but is composed of a special group 
who have kept the commandments of God 
and also hold the testimony of Jesus Christ. 
It will be physically impossible for them all 
to fly to the place specially prepared for 
the woman, or the saved remnant of Israel. 
God can, and will, preserve a large saved 
remnant of Gentiles, as well as a remnant of 
Israel, with which to start the Millennial 
Age.

Question: Is it wrong or unscriptural 
to raise money for different church needs by 
having ice cream suppers, pie suppers, quilt 
selling (by tickets), and cold drink stands? 

Answer: This question is frequently 
faced by serious-minded Christians, but for 
the most part such practices are accepted 
because they have become so general. Our 
answer is that there is only one scriptural 
way to raise money for the Lord’s work, 
and that is by direct giving, as the individual 
has been prospered (II Cor. 8, 9). See

A UNITED CHURCH

On the 
other hand, organic unity at the expense of 
positive scriptural doctrines would be even 
more condemnatory. Nor is it our belief 
that the oneness for which Christ prayed 
in John 17 was organic union, but a spir- 
itual oneness, such as Paul referred to when 
he spoke of all true Christians being bap- 
tized by the one Spirit into the mystical 
body of Christ, which is His Church (I Cor.

CO-OPERATING IN SERVICE 
Mark 9:30-41 


Golden Text: For he that is not against 
us is on our part—Mark 9:40. 

That there is strength in united and co- 
operative effort is a truth so obvious that in 
the affairs of the home and of the office we 
would not attempt to make progress with 
“a house divided against itself.” But with 
strange and destructive inconsistency some 
who are engaged in the propagation of the 
Christian faith, and often the very folk who 
speak much of love and fellowship and sac- 
rificial service, fight one another with cun- 
ning and often bitterness of spirit, and all in 
the name of Christ whom they profess to 
serve. 

No one who is awake to the real issue 
involved, would ask any true believer to co- 
operate in Christian work with those who, 
while holding the name and outward sym- 
bols of the followers of Christ, deny His 
deity and His Word. But surely there is need 
for loving co-operation between all those who 
truly love the Lord, who believe in Him and 
in His Word. Why should we permit non- 
essentials to divide us when the Word is 
dying without Christ and without hope? 
May this lesson bring many true Christians 
who may not see eye to eye on some point 
of church polity or interpretation, into fel- 
lowship and united strength for God. 


I. A Dispute by the Way (vv. 
30-34). 

Jesus had taken His disciples from the 
Mount of Transfiguration by secluded roads 
through Galilee so that He might instruct 
them in the all-important truths regarding 
His death and resurrection. One could hardly 
conceive of a more propitious arrangement 
for their growth both in knowledge and 
grace. Did they profit by it? No; they not 
only did not understand what He told them, 
but they used their time to dispute “among 
themselves who should be the greatest” 
(v. 34). 

Possibly James, Peter, and John were a 
bit puffed up by their experience on the 
Mount, or perhaps the others were jealous 
because Jesus had taken them with Him. Or 
perchance it was just another unprovoked 
expression of the sinful pride that is so close 
to the surface of the human heart and mind. 
Ambition to be great for God is commend- 
able, but how small is the man who seeks to 
vaunt himself in personal vainglory. 


II. An Example of Humility (vv. 
35-37). 

“True greatness . . . consists not in attain- 
ing the first place in the notice and praise 
of the world, not in being served by many, 
but in being willing to stoop down to a 
humble place, not for the sake of self- 
effacement, not in timid diffidence, but in

order to serve others for the sake of Christ” 
(Erdman). . 

Note carefully that it is the receiving of 
a little one in the name of Christ that brings 
to us the glory of His presence with us. 
Every deed of kindness and love is com- 
mendable and has its own reward, but there 
is a vast difference between it and humble 
service in the name and for the glory of 
Christ. How unfortunate that the Church 
has gotten itself into so much social service 
and has sometimes forgotten to do the work 
of Christ in His name. 


III. A Lesson in Co-operation (vv. 
38-41). 

John, quick to apprehend spiritual truth, 
sees in the teaching of Christ concerning the 
little child the condemnation of something 
he had done. “ ‘If indeed it be true that to 
receive a child, an ordinary everyday child, 
is to receive Christ, and to receive God,’ 
said John within himself, ‘what did I do 
when I forbade that man who in the Name 
was casting out a demon?’ Verily, the light 
had broken in upon him” (Morgan). 

The man who casts out demons, or who 
gives the disciple of Jesus a cup of water, in 
His name—that is, with true faith in Christ, 
and in His power, and for His glory—must 
be a believer. He may not belong to our 
group or circle, he may not speak our lan- 
guage, he may not use our methods, but if 
he is serving Christ, we should not forbid 
him or speak evil of him. God has at times 
called a man to witness for Him who has 
done so in a manner distasteful to others, 
who have aligned themselves against him 
and hindered his full usefulness in the gospel. 
One of the great evangelists of the last gen- 
eration used methods which shocked many 
church folk. They stood against him, and 
yet that man was used to win hosts of busi- 
ness and professional men that the Church 
had scarcely touched, into earnest Christian 
testimony and service which continues to 
this day. You and I may not like one 
another’s appearance, or voice, or methods, 
but let us love and co-operate with one 
another for Christ’s sake! 





May 15 
TESTING DISCIPLESHIP BY 
SERVICE 
Mark 10:17-31 
Golden Text: Come, . . . and follow 


me.—Mark 10:21. 

“The almighty dollar’—how triumphant- 
ly it rules in the affairs of nations and of 
the men who make up nations. The world’s 
measure of success is how much one can 
“make,” and “no questions asked” as to how 
one made it, if he but avoid the legal 
pitfalls that may land him in jail. Even 
that is no longer a disgrace, for men who 
have defrauded others serve a term in jail 
to “pay their debt to society,” and then 
return without shame to enjoy the use of 
their ill-gotten gains. Skill in the arts and 
sciences is rated according to its financial 


. 
value. Brains and beauty are commodities of 
the market place. Liquor is permitted to de- 
stroy our people because it provides a profit- 
able “business.” 

The minds of men and women of decency 
and intelligence revolt at the whole situation. 
Let us encourage them as we improve the 
opportunity today to present God’s moral 
and spiritual standards. 


I. Self before God (vv. 17-22). 


The rich young ruler had many advantages 
and virtues. He was young, life was before 
him, vivid was his imagination, strong was 
his body. He was educated, and developed 
intelligence is an honor to any man. He had 
position, which can always be used for good. 
He had money, which when rightly gained 
and used, is a powerful and honorable posses- 
sion. Above all, he had the priceless jewel of 
good character. Notice that he had kept the 
commandments, that he came before the 
Lord in humility seeking truth, and that 
Jesus “loved him” (v. 21). 

Almost any father would be proud to own 
him as a son. Many churches would welcome 
him to membership and even to leadership. 
Jesus dealt with him honestly, however, and 
went to the root of his difficulty, which was 
that he loved himself and his possessions 
more than he loved God. Therefore he must 
give them up before he could really follow 
Jesus. Sad indeed was his refusal. He came 
running (v. 17), but went away sorrowful 
(W222): 

What stands between you and a full sur- 
render to Christ? Face it honestly. Be 
thankful if your pastor or a friend frankly 
points it out. Shun those who would “pat 
you on the back” and assure you that all is 
well. A cancer will kill unless it is cut out. 
The surgeon’s knife may hurt, but it is an 
instrument of good. 

Note that the statement of Jesus in verse 
18 is not a denial of His deity, but a definite 
claim that He is God. He says in effect, “If 
you call me good, you must recognize that I 
am God.” 


II. God before Self (vv. 21-27). 
The disciples, who evidently shared the 
common opinion that money could do almost 
anything, were surprised to hear that riches 
were really a hindrance to spirituality, be- 
cause (v. 24) of the tendency of men to trust 
in their wealth and forget their need of God. 
Jesus does not leave the rich man without 
hope, for he goes on to say that what is im- 
possible for men and even for the rich man 
himself, is entirely possible with God. He is 
able so to move on the heart of even a rich 
man that he will yield himself in humble 
obedience to Christ and will put God and 
His cause above self and his possessions. 
Two things need emphasis in this connec- 
tion. First, let those of us who have little 
of this world’s goods be thankful that we 
have, at least, been delivered from this temp- 
tation. It may well be an expression of God’s 
love and grace toward us. Second, let us 
thank God for every man of wealth who has 
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given himself and what he has, into God’s 
hands. Inestimable is the good that has been 
done by faithful stewards who have not 
trusted in their riches and denied God, but 
who have trusted God and consecrated their 
riches to His service. May their number in- 
crease. 

III. 
28-31). 

The ways of God are confusing and hum- 
bling to the flesh. The way up in spiritual 
things is to go down (Mark 9:35). Those 
who are first in the eyes of men are often 
last in God’s sight. Others whom men count 
as least, stand highest in God’s sight because 
they are faithful and true to Him. The world 
looks at the missionary of the Cross and says, 
“He has sacrificed everything,” and knows 
nothing of the “hundredfold” reward even in 
this life, “and in the world to come, eternal 
life” (v. 30).

May 22 
SERVING THROUGH CHRISTIAN 
CITIZENSHIP 
Mark 12:13-17, 28-34 

Golden Text: Thou shalt love thy 
neighbour as thyself—Mark 12:31. 

“For God and Country” is a rallying cry 
that well summarizes the spirit and duty of 
the Christian citizen. So clear and inspiring 
are the teachings of God’s Word regarding 
the relationship of the Christian to his coun- 
try, that one marvels that national leaders 
who are seeking to stimulate civic loyalty do 
not promote a revival of the study of the 
Bible. Dr. Moore is right when he says, “No 
bad citizen is a good Christian, and no good 
Christian is a bad citizen.” The solution of 
our nation’s problems would be a great evan- 
gelistic campaign from coast to coast. A man 
like Moody would then appear in his true 
position as a great patriot. The soul-winner 
would be more important than the vote- 
getter. Why not try it? 

Our lesson presents our Lord on Tuesday 
of His passion week, when He met His ad- 
versaries in their cunning efforts to entrap 
Him in His words so that they might con- 
demn Him. The two incidents before us 
have broader application than to citizenship 
alone, but we may well consider them in that 
light, for they reveal that the citizen who is 
right with God will be right with the nation 
and with his own neighbors. 

I. The Christian Citizen Loves His 
Country (vv. 13-17). 

The Pharisees, who hated Rome for its 
domination of Palestine, and the Herodians, 
who supported Rome in its control of the 
land, were enemies, but they joined forces to 
tempt Christ. They knew that if He said 
“Yes” to their question the Jews would be 
angry, and if He said “No” He could be con- 
demned as a traitor to Rome. 

The trap was set, but it caught only the 
crafty hunters. Taking their own pocket 
money, He declared that if they used Caesar’s 
money they ought to pay taxes to Caesar. 
The coin stood for an orderly government, 
benefits of which they enjoyed and which 
they ought to support. 

No real Christian will evade his duty to 
his country whether it be to pay taxes, to 
take part intelligently in its government, to 
defend it, to pray for it, or otherwise to 
show his love. One of the blots on the Chris- 
tian Church is the lack of civic righteousness 
on the part of many of its members. 
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II. The Christian Citizen Loves 
God (vv. 20-30). 

Although this point comes second in our 
lesson it comes first in experience. It is the 
man who renders unto God the love of the 
heart, soul, mind and all of his strength 
(v. 30), who is ready really to love his coun- 
try as he should. 

The scribes loved to dispute about which 
was the greatest of the 613 commandments 
which they recognized. Jesus astonished them 
by referring to the passage of Scripture most 
familiar to the Jews (Deut. 6:4, 5), which 
declares the unity and absolute exclusiveness 
of the Lord our God. It may be well for us 
to stress this truth even in our time, for most 
folk regard the worship and service of God 
as something optional. They feel that if they 
are not interested in religious things that is 
their affair, and that they are just as good 
and living just as right as those who recog- 
nize and obey God. 


III. The Christian Citizen Loves 
His Neighbor (vv. 31-34). 

The scribe did not ask for the second com- 
mandment, but Jesus presents it as an un- 
avoidable corollary of the first. The man 
who really loves God will love his neighbor. 

Every social injustice would be wiped out 
and every cause for strife removed if all men 
loved their fellowman as they love them- 
selves. Such a condition will never prevail, 
however, until men love God. It is too much 
for the flesh to put others before self. Only 
the grace of God is sufficient for that. Hence 
the real solution of the problems of capital 
and labor, the “haves” and the “have nots,” 
is to win the men and women on both sides 
of the struggle to a true love for God 
through Jesus Christ our Lord. In other 
words, we come again to the inevitable con- 
clusion that what our nation needs is a re- 
vival. Social panaceas, revolution either by 
force or by law, dictatorships, all these are 
destined to failure. Men must learn to know 
and love God supremely and thus come to 
love their neighbors as themselves. 

The crossroad Sunday School teacher, the 
missionary in the city slums, the preacher 
of the gospel, whether in the great city or on 
the countryside, the faithful Christian living 
out the love of Christ daily in kindly word 
and deed—these are the real forces for social 
as well as spiritual good. Let us do all we 
can to prosper their ministry! 


May 29 
MAINTAINING PERSONAL 
EFFICIENCY 
Daniel 1:8-16, 19, 20; I Corinthians 
9:24-27 

Golden Text: Every man that striveth 
for the mastery is temperate in all things— 
I Corinthians 9:25. 

Personal efficiency is a subject which is 
receiving much attention in our day. There 
has never been so much accurate and usable 
information as we now have regarding diet, 
exercise, and medical care. The mind as well 
as the body has come in for attention, and 
scores of books are available on the develop- 
ment and full use of the powers of person- 
ality. Some of these are trash, but others are 
intelligent and helpful. Business is co-operat- 
ing with the school and the home in giving 
boys and girls the opportunity to grow up 
to be useful and happy members of society. 





The Church adds its important contribution, 
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although we must confess that it is far from 
what it might be by the grace and power 
of God. Having done all these things for 
the good of the people, we then largely de- 
stroy their value by permitting the use and 
sale of intoxicants which destroy personal 
efficiency, dull moral perception, and en- 
courage vice and wickedness. We need this 
temperance lesson. Let us pray that it may 
be blessed of God to all who study it. 


I. A Sound Mind in a Sound Body 
(Dan. 1:8-16, 19, 20). 


Daniel and his three Hebrew companions 
had been brought to Babylon as captives, 
and were there chosen to enter the royal 
school for future service at the court. Every 
provision was made for the students chosen 
for that school. Their diet, however, included 
not only meat which was unclean to the Jew, 
but wine, which Daniel knew to be undesir- 
able. It took holy boldness to ask to be ex- 
cused from that which the king has pre- 
scribed, but Daniel was blessed not only with 
courage, but with tact and courtesy. A ten- 
day test of a simple diet and water proved 
so successful that the plan was continued. 
At the end of the three-year course the 
Hebrews were not only physically stronger, 
but mentally and spiritually superior. 

The experience of Daniel and his brethren 
is not just an incident eagerly grasped at by 
“blue-nosed reformers” to prevent their 
neighbors from “enjoying” intoxicating li- 
quor. Get this point thoroughly clear—the 
testimony of science, of business, of experi- 
ence in all ages, proves that the use of even 
an amount of alcohol so small that the user 
does not feel its presence materially, “reduces 
endurance, accuracy, and rapidity of muscu- 
lar action of all kinds” (Emerson). It so cuts 
down the ability to think clearly and to re- 
act promptly to danger, that it is absolutely 
taboo with such responsible workers as rail- 
road engineers. It is not a stimulant, but a 
narcotic, which dulls the nerve centers. Dr. 
Edward Rosenow says, “The use of alcohol 
as a beverage is never justified. There is no 
such thing as the right use of beverage al- 
cohol.” 

Such information as the above is available 
in publications of temperance organizations, 
books by various writers, and even in pub- 
lications by state liquor commissions. It is 
published in newspapers and magazines and 
circulated by safety organizations and insur- 
ance companies. Yet, unbelievable as it may 
seem, the use of liquor is on the increase, 
and the rising toll it is taking in our country 
is simply beyond our ability to understand 
and describe. Who is there that will 

“Dare to be a Daniel, 
Dare to stand alone, 


Dare to have a purpose firm, 
Dare to make it known”? 


II. Success in Life Calls for Self- 
Control (I Cor. 9:24-27). 


Paul delighted in illustrations taken from 
the athletic field. He talked of running a 
race, of fighting a good fight. He knew the 
athlete’s need of keeping his body under. 
Such figures are telling illustrations of truth, 
especially with the athletically minded youth 
of today. 

The one who serves his school or athletic 
association in physical competition gladly 
surrenders his personal liberty to the guid- 
ance of the coach. He eats carefully, sleeps 
full nights, exercises consistently, and above 
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all does not use alcohol in any form. Listen 
to the words of great athletic coaches—Yost: 
“I would not waste my time trying to train 
or develop one who uses alcohol.” Stagg: 
“Coaches and trainers are dead against the 
use of alcoholic liquors, even beer.” Mack: 
“All the umpires together have not put as 
many players out of the game as old man 
booze.” 

Paul rightly points out that all these sac- 
rifices are made by men for what is but a 
transient earthly crown. How much more 
should we do for the sake of our souls. Tem- 
perance instruction may well stress the 
physical and mental degradation that fol- 
lows the use of alcohol, but above all let us 
teach boys and girls that its use has sent 
countless souls to eternal punishment and 
separation from God. We should be deeply 
moved by the loss of a personal efficiency, 
but what shall we say about the loss of a 
soul! 





June 5 
SERVING BY PERSONAL 
DEVOTION TO CHRIST 
Mark 14:3-11, 27-31 

Golden Text: She hath done what she 
could—Mark 14:8. 

“The love of Christ constraineth us” 
(II Cor. 5:14) was the all-sufficient moving 
force back of the greatest life of service ren- 
dered by any man. It is this personal devo- 
tion to the One whom we love “because he 
first loved us” (I John 4:19), which makes 
Christianity “different from all other reli- 
gions. Christianity alone acts through this 
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natural and deep hunger of mankind with a 
personalized religion which can be a satisfy- 
ing joy and pleasure. Yet at this point Chris- 
tians fail the most and make difficult the 
work of serving Jesus. They see religion as 


a job to be done, a form to be observed, a 
duty to be fulfilled” (W. R. King). 


We need to renew that devotion to Christ 
which expresses itself in true worship. Prayer 
is too often asking for things. Praise, thank- 
ing for things (unless we become so en- 
grossed with them that we forget to return 
thanks), and worship, which is a coming to 
God in adoration and thanksgiving for what 
He is rather than what He can give, is for- 
gotten. An earthly father wants to know 
that his child loves him for himself rather 
than for what he gives him. Our heavenly 
Father wants us to show such love toward 
Him. The act of Mary was pure personal 
devotion and worship, and its fragrance lives 
on to this day. 


I. Wasted—but Eternally Saved 
(vv. 3-9). 

The dark hours of betrayal and death were 
before our Lord. All around Him was hos- 
tility. Even in the inner circle of the 
disciples there was misunderstanding and 
bickering. Mary (to be distinguished from 
the sinful woman of Luke 7), with the quick 
intuition of an understanding woman’s heart, 
knew what He was passing through, and 
with a magnificent act of love stood by Him 
in the fellowship of His sufferings. Dr. Mor- 
gan points out that it was “an impulsive act 

. born of the prodigality of love daring 
not to calculate.” In the words of verse 9, 
Jesus declared that the gospel and that which 
this woman had done were to “stand side 
by side with each other forever. That keen 
intuition of love, that uncalculating out- 
pouring of love, was Godlike, and an act in 
fellowship with the act of God by which a 
world is redeemed.” 

Judas, who was a thief, said she had 
wasted money that should be used for the 
poor (John 12:6). The other disciples 
thought well of his argument and murmured 
against her. But Jesus commended her. To 
be thrifty and frugal is commendable, but 
there are times when the heart should speak 
without being silenced by the drawing of 
purse strings. Many a home needs to learn 
the lesson of Proverbs 15:17: “Better is a 
dinner of herbs where love is, than a stalled 
ox and hatred therewith.” Life takes on new 
meaning when love is free to express itself 
in unmeasured sacrifice. The same lesson 
needs to be learned in the Church, where no 
end of harm has been done by logical penny- 
pinching when there should have been some 
holy abandon in: spending for the Lord’s 
work. Mary’s gift seemed to be wasted, but 
it has been eternally saved. 


II. Saved—but Eternally Lost (vv. 
10, 11). 

Judas betrayed Jesus for thirty pieces of 
silver. We condemn him for it, but as a. mat- 
ter of fact he was doing what would be com- 
mended in most circles as a fine piece of 
business. He “made” some money. The fact 
that he did it by betraying the Son of God 
may be worse in degree, but is not worse 
in kind, than the betrayal of the youth of 
our land by those who make merchandise of 
their eternal souls. A recent news item from 
England declared that church organizations 
were making money out of properties pub- 
licly known as centers of prostitution. The 


leaders deplored the situation, but said they 
could not prevent it without losing the in- 
come of the property. Why not lose every 
cent rather than be party to the betrayal of 
any man or woman? God help any reader 
of these lines who may be similarly situated 
to let his buildings rot rather than rent them 
to the detriment of his fellow men. Judas 
made some money. He saved thirty pieces 
of silver, and both he and they were’ eternal- 
ly lost. 


III. Bold Words- 
tions (vv. 27-31). 

Verses 12-26 tell of the gathering of the 
Lord and His disciples for their last Pass- 
over and for the establishment of the Lord’s 
Supper. As they left the sacred meeting and 
went out into the Mount of Olives, Jesus 
foretold His betrayal and His coming denial 
by the disciples. 

Peter, quick with his tongue and bold in 
spirit, spake swelling words of devotion and 
assurance. Sadly the Lord foretold his three- 
fold denial of that very night. Again Peter 
and all the disciples declared their willing- 
ness to die with Him. They undoubtedly 
meant what they said, but reckoning with- 
out the weakness of the flesh, they fell in 
ignominious failure. 

The lesson that is written large in this 
story for you and for me is, “Let him that 
thinketh he standeth take heed lest he fall” 
(I Cor. 10:12). Let us have no confidence 
in the flesh, but rather do as Paul did (in our 
lesson of last Sunday), “bring it into sub- 
jection,” lest by any means when we have 
preached to others, we should ourselves be 
rejected—set aside by God because He can- 
not approve a testimony which is denied by 
our deeds.

Among the evangelists who have recog- 
nized the importance of winning boys and 
girls for the Lord and who specialize in 
this work, are Raymond O. and Mrs. Nel- 
son, gospel musicians. They report a blessed 
time in March with C. Norton Warner, pas- 
tor of Kidder Memorial United Brethren 
Church, Jamestown, N.Y. In their cam- 
paign in Port Allegany, Pa. 36 boys and 
girls responded to the invitation on decision 
day in the special children’s and young peo- 
ple’s meeting. Mr. Nelson did the preach- 
ing as well as conducting the children’s 
work with Mrs. Nelson. A spirit of revival 
was experienced throughout the church mem- 
bership, and on the last Sunday morning 
30 came into the church. 

Opposition from Universalists in the church 
hindered the work of James Ostema in meet- 
ings in March in Hollansburg, Ohio. This, 
however, gave way to the working of the 
Holy Spirit in the preaching of the Word. A 
real revival was experienced and many were 
saved. One man wrote Mr. Ostema that he 
had been saved after leaving the church 
the last Sunday night of the series. 

Souls were saved and many came forward 
to rededicate their lives to the Lord in Ed- 
ward VanderJagt’s meeting in February at 
the Evangelical Church, Olean, N.Y., M. 
Salmen, pastor. In a two weeks effort in 
March in Springwells Baptist Church, De- 
troit, more than 100 came forward to ac- 
cept Christ. 

The First Baptist Church, Lebanon, Pa., 
had the joy of seeing 39 definite conversions 
as O. W. and Mrs. Stucky led in a two 
weeks campaign. There were 17 young 
people who came to the altar in a life serv- 
ice consecration. In their service in the 
Calvary Baptist Church, Chicago, Mr. and 
Mrs. Stucky led 92 souls to the Lord. In 
each of these meetings those who brought 
their Bibles followed the evangelist as he 
expounded the Word. It was reported that 
8,325 chapters were read during the meet- 
ing. Many expressions of spiritual blessings 
received through this intensive method of 
Bible reading were given to the evangelists 
personally. 

Prayer is requested for the evangelistic 
work being done in Alaska. W. E. Pietsch 
who has spent a greater part of the winter 
in this needy field, plans to conduct a radio 
revival over the radio station at Ketchikan 
during June. 

Radio station WTMN, East St. Louis, IIl., 
extended the courtesy of a daily program 
for gospel songs to Paul and: Mrs. White 
during their meetings with Dr. Andrew 
Johnson in the First Methodist Episcopal 
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Church, Dr. F. W. Wilson, pastor. In the 
work with the boys and girls, over 250 not 
connected with any church or Sunday School 
were located and callers put to work visiting 
the homes. Splendid results are reported in 
the salvation of souls and the rededication of 
the lives of believers. 

The First Presbyterian Church, Refugio, 
Tex., called Guy W. Green to lead in a two 
weeks’ campaign in March. The attendance 
taxed the capacity of the church even on 
Saturdays, when Mr. Green gave his Bible 
memory recitals. Extra chairs were placed 
in the auditorium to care for the crowds. 
On the last Sunday morning 32 were re- 
ceived into church membership. C. S. Lang, 
the pastor, stated that the forward move- 
ment as the result of the meeting had only 
just begun. Following this meeting Mr. 
Green went to the Lafayette Park Presby- 
terian Church of St. Louis, Mo., in connec- 
tion with the sixtieth annniversary celebra- 
tion of the church. At the last Sunday 
morning meeting 45 persons were received 
into the church, of whom 41 came by con- 
fession of faith. The people prayed and 
worked and the presence and work of the 
Holy Spirit was strongly felt. 

A blessed experience is reported by W. S. 
Colegrove of meetings in the Hildreth Bap- 
tist Church, Columbus, Ohio. Crowds and 
the number of professed conversions were 
surprisingly large. The work among the 
young people and children was highly suc- 
cessful. 

On March 27, the McKinley Musical 
Messengers closed a nine weeks campaign in 
five churches in Tioga County, Pa. None 
of the churches had had special meetings 
in nine years, and a hunger for revival 
was manifested in the unusual interest and 
large crowds. The churches were within a 
radius of 25 miles of each other, and Chris- 
tians and new converts followed the evan- 
gelists from one point to another during the 
entire nine weeks. Many outstanding con- 
versions were recorded and homes reunited. 
The Sunday Schools were increased to twice 
their former attendance, and the church 
finances doubled in some instances. 

Since the first of the year Gerald and 
Freda Bonney have been busy in evangelistic 
work in the New England states serving in 
Baptist and Congregational churches. 

More than 50 came forward for conver- 
sion and the separated life in Ed. Henry’s 
meeting in March in the Immanuel Bap- 
tist Church, Elgin, Ill. On the closing night 
Mrs. Henry opened an engagement for Mr. 
Henry in Mason City, IIl., and a blessing was 
experienced in a three weeks’ meeting there. 

Following the meeting in the Lake Mag- 
dalene Church of Tampa, Fla., where 29 
conversions were recorded, Sylvester San- 
ford conducted twelve days of services with 
N. R. McAllister, pastor of the United 
Brethren Church in Lutz, Fla., where more 
than 50 bowed at the altar. Large crowds 
attended and a definite spirit of revival 
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prevailed. A chorus choir contributed ex- 
cellent support to the evangelist. In the 
children’s meetings 40 were enrolled. Mr. 
Sanford next went to the First United 
Brethren Church in Tampa, where 14 young 
men and women dedicated themselves to the 
Lord’s work. The evangelist spoke over 
the radio each day for one week and con- 
ducted several noon-day shop services. On 
April 3, Mr. Sanford preached in the Height 
Congregational Church, Peoria, Ill. There 
were 65 conversions in the four services.

My Father, an Intimate Portrait of . 


Dwight Moody, by Paul D. Moody. 


Why leave out the “L.,” Mr. Publisher? 
Known all over the world as Dwight L. Moody, 
or D. L. Moody, or Dwight Lyman Moody, it 
seems somewhat careless for the publisher to 
give as sub-title, “An Intimate Portrait of 
Dwight Moody.” 

The reviewer finds himself deeply grateful 
to the son for this “intimate portrait,” even 
while he might wish a few things had been 
left unsaid. For instance, suppose the last 
chapter had been left out? Surely the trium- 
phant close to the life of faith lived by the 
father would be a better climax than the con- 
firmatory dream of the somewhat anaemic faith 
of the son. The seeming attempt to prove that 
D. L. Moody changed his theology in his 
latter years is most unfortunate. Moody’s ut- 
terances early and late were reported and pub- 
lished. The record of his faith stands and 
forms the best answer to this writer’s slap at 
the fundamentalist’s claim to D Moody. 
Undoubtedly, Mr. Moody was not a “separ- 
atist,” but the issues were not as clearly 
drawn in his day. But enough of this. 

The writer has succeeded well in giving a 
picture of “D. L.’s” hidden life. Here we 
have glimpses of the sturdy, honest, frank, 
direct, energetic, fun-loving evangelist. Surely 
it could be said of him what was said of some 
unknown, “He was a saint but he was so 
human you didn’t mind it.” In this book Moody 
lives as a real human being. You must read 
other books to learn of the significance in his 
life of Henry Varley’s famous phrase and of 
the filling with the Holy Spirit, of which Mr. 
Moody himself made so much. 

Perhaps the real soul of the book, as well 
as the heart of its subject, is seen in this well 
written word picture. The father had rebuked 
this son, then a young boy: 

“This time I retreated immediately and 
in tears, for it was an almost unheard of 
thing that he should speak with such direct- 
ness or give an order unaccompanied by a 
smile. But I had barely gotten into my little 
bed before he was kneeling beside it in 
tears and seeking my forgiveness for hav- 
ing spoken so harshly. He never, he said, 
intended to speak crossly to one of his 
children. 

“Half a century must have passed since 
then and while it is not the earliest of my 
recollections, I think it is the most vivid, 
and I can still see that room in twilight and 
that large bearded figure with the great 
shoulders bowed above me, and hear the 
broken voice and the tenderness in it. I 
like best to think of him that way. Before 
then and after I saw him holding the at- 
tention of thousands of people, but asking 
the forgiveness of his unconsciously diso- 
bedient little boy for having spoken harshly, 
seemed to me then and seems now, a finer 
and a greater thing, and to it I owe more 
than I owe to any of his sermons.’
